[Text] Initiating a new era in world history, the Great October 
Socialist Revolution also engendered a fundamentally new international 
policy. This policy draws a profound and fundamental line between all 
types and forme of international relations which are characteristic of 
exploitation formations and the foreign policy course of socialism -- 
a system which personifies great humanist ideals. "...In contrast to 
the old society with its economic poverty and political madness, a new 
society is born whose international principle will be e, for every 
people will have one and the same sovereign -- labor,"* K. Marx wrote 
in the appeal on the Franco-Prussian war which he composed for the 
General Council of the International Association of Workers. 


Instead of a policy directed toward inciting discord and enmity among 
the peoples and unleashing ware of extermination, at the very moment of 
its emergence history's first socialist state proclaimed in documents 
composed by V. 1. Lenin, above all in the Peace Decree, a program for 
the elimination of aggressive wars, for complete respect for the 
sovereignty and independence of all states -- large and small, -- 
comprehensive support for national liberation movements, and the actual 
elimination of colonial seizures. Since that time the direct implemen- 
tation of this noble program has comprised the content and essence of 
the Leninist course in the field of international relations.

The collection "V. I, Lenin on Soviet Poreign Policy” which was recently 
published by Politizgdat ie a worthy gift for the broad reading public 

to mark the 110th anniversary of the birth of Vladimir Ll'ich. The 
collection contains the epeechos and addresses of V. 1. Lenin on foreign 
policy questions, hie letters and notes to leading party and estate 
bodies, messages to the heads of foreign states, interviews with 
foreign journalists, and other materiale from the enormous heritage of 
the founder of the Communist Party and Soviet State. Before the eyes 

of the reader there passes a vivid picture of the work of the great 
leader which was exceptional in ite tenseness, dimensions, and many- 
sidedness. It reveale the laboratory in which the most important 
foreign policy documents of the Soviet state were worked out. The 
adoption of the Peace Decree, the conclusion of the Brest peace, 
participation in the Genoa International Conference, the signing of the 
Rapallo Treaty, and the conclusion of peace treaties with Finland, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, and Poland. This picture also reflects 

the relationships of the young socialist state during the first years 

of Soviet power with diverse states -- the United States, England, France, 
Japan, and Germany, and with the countries of the East -- Mongolia, 
India, Afghanistan, Iran, and Turkey. 


Characterizing the work of V. I. Lenin, A. V. Lunacharskiy wrote that 
it, like “all of the diplomacy of Soviet Russia, represents a truely 
brilliant page in the history of international relations." 


it can be said that world history has been more than full of especially 
difficult and frequently confused situations. But they were not nearly 
as much so as the situation which developed in the middle of the second 
decade of the 20th Century. Until that time the establishment of 
imperialism had found its expression in wars the subjects and objects 
of which were individual states. But now mankind had been drawn into 
the first world slaughter when literally all of the imperialist forces 
grappled in a bloody battle, millions of people were put under arms, 
and the lives of tens of millions were subordinated to the demands of 
war. In these conditions only Lenin's genius which had revealed the 
essence of the system of imperialism and the tendency toward unleashing 
world wide military catastrophes characteristic of it was able to 
disclose the inevitability of a break in the imperialist chain at its 
weakest link and to arm the Bolshevik vanguard with a strategy and 
tactics of struggle for the victory of the first socialist revolution 
in history. 


"This history of mankind,” Vladimir Il'ich wrote in March 1918, “is 
making in our day one of its greatest and most difficult turns which 
is of immeasurable -- it can be said without the slightest exaggeration: 
world liberating --importance. From war to peace; from war between 











predators who send millions of exploited and working people to their 
slaughter for the sake of establishing a new procedure of dividing up 
a booty which has been plundered by the strongest of the robbers to 

a war of the oppressed against the oppressors, for Liberation from the 
yoke capital; from the abyes of sufferings, torments, hunger, and 
savagery to the bright future of a communist society and of universal 
prosperity and durable peace." (page 37) 


The general crisis of capitaliem whose beginning Lenin had seen in 

the unleashing of the Firet World War and in the revolutionary events 
of 1917 in Russia has, as he predicted, undergone a further development. 
This crisis is a process whose dynamics are determined by the complex 
interweaving and interaction of foreign and domestic factors. Ite 
characteristic features are: The eplitting of the world into two 
systems -- socialist and capitalist -- and a struggle between them; 

an extreme exacerbation of the contradictions between the imperialist 
countries for markete and spheres of dominion; a chronic underloading 
of capitalist enterprirces and the existence of many millions of unem- 
ployed; an intensification of parasitism and the rotting of the 
capitalist economy; increased subordination of the state apparatus to 
the monopolies; the further exacerbation of the basic contradiction of 
capitalism -- between the social character of the productive forces and 
the capitalist production relations which are based on private property; 
a growing upsurge in the anti-imperialist struggle by the peoples of 
the East; and the complete collapse of the colonial system of imperia- 
lism. 


Viadimir Il'ich has provided us with remarkable models of scientific 
forecasting in the field of international relations. The historical 
development of the last six decades has completely confirmed Lenin's 
prophetic ideas concerning the inevitability of a change in the balance 
of power on the world arena in favor of socialism the transition to 
the construction of socialism of more and more countries, and the 
inevitability of the liberation of millions of the East from colonial 
domination. His theoretic deductions in this area continue to be an 
ideological weapon for the foreign policy of world socialism. 


Il. 


The credit for the creative development and application in foreign 

policy of the Marxist principle of proletarian internationalism belongs 
to Lenin. For the first time in history internationalism -- the 
friendship and fraternity of peoples — was raised to the level of state 
policy. Beginning with the first October days this principle was 
invariably put into practice by the young Soviet republic and was 
manifested in such highly diverse forms as: the absolute recognition 
and realization of the right of nations to self-determination, the giving 

















of moral and material eupport to peoples waging a struggle against 
imperialiem and colonial oppression, and comprehensive assistance in 
strengthening the unity and solidarity of the international workers’ 
and of the eutire world revolutionary movement. 


The internationaliem of the Leninist foreign policy of the Soviet 

state was reflected in the annulment of the inequitable treaties which 
had been concluded by the Tzarist and Provisional Governments with other 
countries, and in the establishment of equal relations with all peoples. 
The Soviet government recognized the independence of Finland and Poland 
which had previously been parte of the Russian Empire. “During those 
years,’ the Finnish Minister K. Edmun who had hed meetings with Lenin 
recalled, “history knew of only rare cases in which any state had recog- 
nized the independence of a country belonging to it. Finland had 
reason to be grateful to the Council of People's Commissars and to the 
Central Executive Committee for their recognition of its independence 
-++elt is possible that the recognition by Russia of Finland's indepen- 
ence had to a large extent been influenced personally by Lenin whose 
attitude toward Finland had been very friendly for two decades." 

(page 274) 


The resolution on the ratification of the Brest Treaty which was written 
by Lenin emphasized: "Now, after the October Revolution, after the 
overthrow of the political power of the bourgoisie in Russia, after the 
breaking and publication by us of all of the secret imperialist treaties, 
after the annulment of foreign loans, and after the offer by the 
workers’ and peasants’ government of a just peace to all of the peoples 
without exception, Russia, having torn itself out of the vice of the 
imperialist war, has the right to declare that it will not participate 
in the plundering and suppression of other countries." (page 44) 


Guiding itself by the principle of socialist internationalism, Soviet 
Russia always responded to the needs and interests of the revolutionary 
workers’ movement in other countries. It showed fraternal solidarity 
with the November revolution in Germany, with the socialist revolution 
in Hungary, and with the Bavarian Soviet Republic. "We," Lenin stated, 
“defend not great power interests..., and not national interects; we 
assert that the interests of socialism, the interests of world socialism 
are higher than national interests and higher than the interests of 

the state." (page 62) 


The principles of the relationships between countries which have taken 
the path of socialist development -- the principles of socialist inter- 
nationalism -- are defined in Lenin's works. An immutable conclusion 
follows from Lenin's ideas: The equality, solidarity, and mutual 
assistance of the socialist countries in the creation and strengthening 
of the new system and in the protection of the gains of socialism is 

a guarantee of the genuine sovereignty, national security, and socialist 








development of these countries and of the atrengthening of the world 
socialiat system as a whole, 


The tnternationaliet relations of the socialist estates which are based 
on their common political and socio-economic systems, ideologies, and 
fundamentel interests and goale were regarded by Lenin ae a type of 
international relations which was fundamentally new in history. It 
received a comprehensive development with the formation of tle world 
socialist commonwealth which hae been exercising a growing influence 
on the entire course of modern world development. 


Lenin saw support for the national liberation movement of the peoples 

of the East and the strengthening of the unity of the revolutionary 
workers’ movement and anti-imperialist struggle as one of the most 
important tasks of the victorious proletariat. He saw this unity as 

a guarantee of the victory of socialism. In his report at the Second 
All-Russian Congress of Communist Organizations of the Peoples of the 
East on 22 November 1919 Lenin emphasized: "...the Socialist Revolution 
will not only and chiefly be a struggle of the revolutionary proletariat 
in each country against its own bourgeoisie — no, itwillbea struggle 
of all of the colonies and countries which have been oppressed by 
imperialism, of all dependent countries against international imperialism." 
(page 98) 


Lenin perspicaciously predicted the inevitability of the awakening of 

the East to a new life and connected enormous historical consequences 

for the fate of the world with this. "We know," he said in 1919, "that 

in this place (in the East) the popular masses of the East will rise 

as independent participants and as the creators of a new life because 
hundreds of millions of these people belong to dependent and unequal 
nations which until now have been the object of the international policies 
of imperialism, which for capitalist culture and civilization have existed 
only as fertilizer material....This majority which until now has stood 
completely outside of historical progress because it could not be an 
independent revolutionary force has ceased...to play this passive role 
..»-After the period of the awakening of the East a period will come in 
the modern revolution of the participation of all of the peoples of the 
East in the decision of the fate of the entire world in order not to 

be solely an object of enrichment. The peoples of the East are awakening 
to a desire to take practical action and for each people to decide the 
question of the fate of all of mankind." (pages 98-99) 


Addressing the representatives of the communist and Moslem organizations 
of the East, Lenin took note of the great historical mission of the 
national liberation movement. "...I think," he said, “that you will have 
in the history of the development of the world revolution which, judging 
from its beginning, will continue for many years and will require much 














labor, that you will have in the revolutionary struggle and in the 
revolutlonary movement a great role to play and that you will in this 
struggle join with our struggle against international imperialism." 
(page 99) 


Vv. Lt. Lenin gave paramount importance to the development of friendly 
relations with the people of the East. "There is no point in talking 
about the enormous interest which Vladimir Il'ich showed in every step 

of our Eastern policy," G. V. Chicherin, one of Lenin's closest comrades- 
in-arms, wrote. "I remember his long meeting with the first extraordinary 
Afghani mission. I also remember how attentively during the Moscow 
conference with Turkey Vladimir Tl'ich would ask me on the telephone 
every evening what had been accomplished during the day, and with what 
lively interest he followed the fate of these negotiations. He also 
consistently carried out a policy of entering into friendly relations 
with the Persian government." (page 264) 


Soviet Russia was the first state to respond to the appeal by Afghanistan 
which, in 1919, had overthrown British colonial domination, for an 
official recognition of its political independence. In the reply of 

27 May 1919 of the Chairman of the All-Russian Central Executive Commit- 
tee M. I. Kalinin and the Chairman of the Soviet of People's Commissars 
Vv. 1. Lenin to King Amanulla-Khan it was stated: "With the establishment 
of permanent diplomatic relations between our two great peoples exten- 
sive opportunities will be opened up for mutual assistance against 

any encroachment by foreign predators on another people's freedom and 
property. We regard ourselves as being extremely happy to send this 
first greetings to the peoples of Afghanistan and ask Your Majesty to 
accept our friendly bow from the friends of your people." (page 84) 

The establishment of diplomatic relations with Soviet Russia was a very 
important factor in ensuring the independence of Afghanistan. Expres- 
sing the opinion of his people, the first Afghani ambassador to Moscow 
Muhammed Vali-Khan stated to V. I. Lenin on 14 October 1919 at a recep- 
tion in the Kremlin: "I reach out a friendly hand to you and hope that 
you will be able to liberate the entire East from the oppression of 
European imperialism." (page 90) 


Like a true and reliable friend of the Afghan people, the Soviet State 
came to its aid at all difficult moments. When in May 1919 English 
imperialism refused to recognize the independence of Afghanistan and 
started a war against it, Soviet Russia helped the government of 
Amanulla-Khan to organize an effective defense and foil the intervention. 


On 28 February 1921 a treaty of friendship was concluded between the 
RSFSR and Afghanistan. The Preamble to the treaty stated that it had 
been concluded "for the purpose of strengthening friendly relations 
between Russia and Afghanistan and of the protection of the genuine 








independence of Afghanistan." The sides mutually committed themselves 
not to enter into any military or political alliances to the de’ tment 
of the interests of the other side. The Soviet government prow . d to 
provide Afghanistan with financial and other material support. In a 
message to Amanulla-Khan sent in April 1921 in connection with the 
Soviet-Afghan friendship treaty, V. I. Lenin wrote: "The Russian Soviet 
government and the High Afghani State have common interests in the East; 
both states value their independence and wish to see each other and all 
of the peoples of the East free and independent. Both states are 
brought together in friendship not only by the above circumstances, but 
also and especially by the fact that no issues exist between Afghanistan 
and Russia which could give rise to differences and cast any kind of 
shadow on Russian-Afghani friendship. The old imperialist Russia has 
disappeared forever, and the northern neighbor of the High Afghani State 
is the new Soviet Russia which has reached out a hand of friendship and 
fraternity to all of the peoples of the East and to the Afghani people 
first of all." "We are confident," Vladimir Il'ich emphasized, "that 
this most sincere desire of ours will be realized and that Russia will 
forever remain the first friend of the High Afghani State for the welfare 
of both peoples." (page 196) 


The political, economic, and moral support which was given by Soviet 
Russia to Afghanistan helped to strengthen its independence and its 
economic development. Friendship and cooperation with the Soviet State 
to a considerable extent promoted the international recognition of 
Afghanistan and its involvement as an equal in the world community. 
Afterwards the USSR always defended the interests of the Afghani people 
providing it with moral and political, economic, and, under extraordinary 


circumstances, military support. 


V. I. Lenin was instrumental in originating new and equal relations 
between Russia and Iran. Soon after the proclamation of Soviet power 
the RSFSR Council of People's Commissars annulled all unequal treaties 
and privileges and concessions which had been received by the Tzarist 
government in Persia. As early as January 1918 all Russian troops were 
removed from the territory of Iran. A discount and loan bank, the 
Enzeli-Teheran highway, the Dzhul'fa-Tebriz Railroad, and the port of 
Enzeli which had belonged to Russia were handed over to the Iranian 
government without compensation. On 26 February 1921 a Soviet-Iranian 
treaty was concluded in Moscow in which Lenin's principles of the 
nationality and foreign policies of the Soviet state were expressed. 
For Iran this was the first equal treaty to be concluded with a great 
power in the last two centuries. The 1921 Soviet-Iranian treaty created 
all of the necessary preconditions for the independent and sovereign 
development of Iran. 











V. Ll. Lenin attributed great importance to relations with Turkey. He 
kept a careful watch on the development of the national liberation 
struggle which had broken out in Turkey after the end of the First World 
War and welcomed the victory of the liberation movement in the country 
in the name of Soviet Russia. In a telegram to Mustafa Kemal Lenin 
expressed his "most sincere best wishes to the Turkish people and its 
government which are struggling with indestructible energy for the 
independence and prosperity for their government." (page 190) 


On 16 March 1921 a treaty of friendship and fraternity was concluded 
in Moscow between the RSFSR and Turkey which laid the basis for 
fundamentally new relations between the two countries. 


V. IL. Lenin took a resolute stand in favor of involving the new liberated 
countries in extensive international relations on the basis of an 
absolute compliance with the principle of the equal rights of nations. 
"Our experience," he said in an interview with a correspondent from 

the OBSERVER and MANCHESTER GUARDIAN in October 1922, “has created an 
absolute conviction in us that only enormous concern for the interests 
of the different nations eliminates the soil for conflicts, eliminates 
mutual distrust, and eliminates the fear of intrigues, and creates 

that trust, especially among the workers and peasants who speak differ- 
ent languages, without which peaceful relations between peoples and 

any kind of successful development of anything that is valuable to 
modern civilization is absolutely impossible." (page 240) 








A truly Leninist and internationalist attitude toward the national 
liberation movements and an endeavor to strengthen friendship and 
fraternity with states which have liberated themselves from the colonial 
yoke is confirmed by the entire work of the CPSU and the Soviet state 

on the international arena. The organic features of Soviet foreign 
policy have manifested themselves with complete graphicness in the 
fraternal aid and assistance to the victory of the peoples of China, 
Korea, and Vietnam, in the constant support of the liberation struggle 
of the Arab peoples, and in the solidarity with the national liberation 
movement in Africa and Latin America. 


III. 








The formulation and validation of the principles of the peaceful coexis- 
tence of socialist and capitalist states is one of Lenin's great historical 
contributions to the development of the theoretical principles of Soviet 
foreign policy. This principle is directly connected with Lenin's 

theory of the socialist revolution which envisaged the possibility of 

the victory of socialism first in one or several countries. Lenin 
proceeded from the idea that "socialist and capitalist states will exist 
side-by-side" during a ‘ong historical period. (page 89) 











The idea of peaceful coexistence had already been set down !n the 
first foreign policy document of Soviet power — Lenin's Peace Decree 
which contained a full-scale program of struggling for peace at a 

time when mankind was suffocating in the fumes of the First World War. 
From the rostrum of the Second All-Russian Congress of Soviets Viadimir 
Il'ich addressed the proletariat of the warring countries, expressing 
the hope that they would understand "the tasks now being shouldered 

by them of liberating mankind from the horrors of war and its conse- 
quences...and will with their comprehensive, resolute, and selflessly 
energetic work help us to successfully bring the cause of peace to a 
successful conclusion...." (page 17) 


Under the circumstances of the boundless hostility of world capitalism 
toward the newborn socialist state and of a political and economic 
blockade when, it seemed, there were no prospects for the normalization 
of relations between young Soviet Russia and the outside world, Lenin 


emphasized w » conviction: "There is a force which is greater 
than the de» e, wisl, and resolution of any of the hostile governments 
or classes; -t force is general world economic relations which are 
compelling ti: © (uv take the path of relations with us." (page 212) 


Advancing the principle of peaceful coexistence as a qualitatively new 
form of relationships between states with different social systems, 
Lenin pointed to its objective material basis which sprung from the 
interconnections of all of the elements of the world economy. “The 
government leaders of Europe and the United States do not apparently 
understand that the present economic devastation in Russia is only a 
part of the world economic devastation. As long as the economic problem 
is looked upon not from an international point of view, but from the 
point of view of individual nations or groups of nations it will be 
impossible to solve it. Without Russia, Europe can not get on its feet." 
(page 126) "I see no reason," Lenin said in a conversation with the 
American journalist L. Ayer, "why such a socialist state as ours can 

not have unlimited commercial relations with the capitalist countries." 
(page 125) 


Speaking from the rostrum of the llth Congress of the Russian Communist 
Party (Bolsheviks) on 27 March 1922, V. I. Lenin emphasized: "...The 
interestsof all of the capitalist powers demand the development, 
regulation, and expansion of trade with Russia. And once such interests 
exist, one can argue, one can squabble, and one can disagree...but 
nevertheless, in the end, this basic economic necessity will itself 
create a road for itself....One can say quite confidently that the 
development of correct trade relations between the Soviet Republic and 
the entire remaining capitalist world will inevitably go further." 
(pages 230-231) Life has completely confirmed this brilliant prediction 
of the leader of the revolution. Repeatedly throughout the history of 








the Seviet State attempts have been made to declare an economic boycott 
againet it or to establish an economic blockade against it, but sooner 
or later the organizere of thece actions have been compelled to give 
them up, since the damage of euch “sanctions” has been inflicted above 
all against the capitalist countries themselves. 


In advancing the principle of peaceful coexistence as the basis of 
relations with bourgeois estates, V. |. Lenin observed that “we are 
counting entirely upon the peaceful feelinge not only of the workers 
and the peasante of all of the above countries, but aleo of an enormous 
part of the prudent representatives of their bourgeoisies and govern- 
mente.” (page 203) 


In offering the capitalist powers peaceful economic cooperation, Lenin 
categorically rejected any conditions which would infringe upon the 
interests of or discredit the Soviet estate. Cooperation had to be 
mutual and equally advantageous. In a conversation with the correspon- 
dent of the NEW YORK HERALD in April 1922 in connection with the 

Genoa Conference, Vladimir Il'ich noted: “Russia is in need of trade 
with the bourgeois states. On the other hand the bourgeois governments 
know very well that European economic life can not be put into good 
order without Russia. However, those people who are preparing to 

offer the Russian delegation in Genoa humiliating conditions are deeply 
mistaken. Russia will not permit iteelf to be treated like a conquered 
country. If the bourgeois governments attempt to adopt such a tone with 
Russia, they will commit a very great stupidity.” (page 233) These 
words which were said almost 60 years ago are very topical today also. 


The realism of a policy of peaceful coexistence, in the opinion of Lenin, 
consisted above all in the fact that a socialist state by ite very 
nature rejected war and did not threaten the interests of capitalist 
states. At the eame time, a war, he emphasized in December 1920 at the 
All-Ruseian Conference of Soviets, “any attempt at war against us will 
mean for the estates which become dragged into such a war a worsening of 
the conditions which they could have had without war and before the war 
compared to the conditions which they will get as the result of and after 
the war." (page 185) Im the present era when the emergence of a world 
war could place the very fate of mankind on the gambling table Lenin's 
idea becomes especially important. 


From the time of the October Peace Decree to the last days of his life 
Vv. It. Lenin constantly kept all of the important problems of relations 
between Soviet Russia and the capitalist states in his field of vision. 
His wise leadership and perspicacity provided our country with a way 
out of the Firet World War and gave it the breathing space necessary 
for the consolidation of Soviet power and for socialist construction. 
After the conclusion of the Brest Peace, on the suggestion of Lenin, 
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plane were worked out for the development of trade and economic relations 
with the capitaliat countries which were deatroyed by the military inter- 
vention of the Entente powers and the establishment by them of an economic 
blockade of Soviet Russia. Thanks to the flexibility of Lenin's foreign 
policy, a plan by imperialist circles to push to Baltic states and 
Finland into a war against Soviet Russia failed. On the initiative of 
Lenin, the Soviet government concluded peace treaties with Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, and Finland. 


After the defeat of the Interventionistse and White Guards, the Soviet 
government, led by Lenin, continued a consistent course aimed at the 
establishment of commercial relations with the capitalist countries. 
Lenin attributed great importance to the conclusion of a trade and 
political agreement with England. The signing of this agreement in 
March 1929 in effect signified the de facto recognition of Soviet Russia 
by one of the chief capitalist powers. “...The differences which we 
have with England,” Lenin said in October 1922, “are under no circume- 
tances regarded by use a8 insurmountable." (page 238) 


The same applies to Soviet-French relations. “Any rapprochement with 
France," the head of the Soviet government atated, “is extremely desirable 
for us, especially since the trade interests of Russia insistently demand 
a rapprochement with thie very powerful continental power." (page 237- 
238) 


On the initiative of Lenin, active steps were taken to establish trade 
and diplomatic relations with the United States of America. Beginning 
with 1918 Vladimir Il'ich repeatedly met with American representatives 
and discussed with them the prospects for the normalization of Soviet- 
American relations. In an interview with the American journalist 
Louise Bryant on 13 October 1920 he emphasized: “In early 1918 I was 
saying to Americans, particularly to Colonel Robbins, that a friendly 
attitude toward Soviet Russia is in the interests of the United States. 
Already at that time I pointed to the desirability of trade relations -- 
both from our point of view and from the point of view of America.... 


American capitalists have a superb knowledge of what they need. They 
know about the forthcoming struggle with Japan for dominion in the Pacific 
Ocean, and they understand that in the «truggle for predominance in the 
world markets America will have to challenge England. Whether it likes 

it or not, Soviet Russia is a great power. After three years of a 
blockade, counter-revolution, armed intervention, and the Polish War, 
Soviet Russia is stronger than ever before. America will get nothing 
from the Wilsonian policy of a pious refusal to have anything to do 

with ue on the grounds that our government is not to its taste." (page 
171) 
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The Genoa Conference which took place in 1922 played an important role 
in the struggle by Soviet Russia to set up diplomatic and economic 
relations with the capitalist countries, As is known, Vladimir I1L'ich 
wae appointed to be the leader of the Soviet delegation, although for 

4 number of reasons he wae unable to personally travel to Genoa. He 
defined the taske, worked out a detailed line of behavior, and directed 
the activities of the Soviet delegation which, following Lenin's 
instructions, fotled the plans of the imperialists who had intended to 
impose upon the soviet people shackling agreements and to isolate the 
young Republic of Soviets. During the course of the conference Soviet 
diplomacy concluded on 16 April 1922 in Rapallo an agreement between 
Soviet Russia and Germany. The Rapallo agreement was, in essence, the 
firet international juridical recognition of the principle of peaceful 
coexistence between states with different social systems. In the draft 
decree of the All-Russian Central Executive Committee on the report of 
the delegation of the Genoa Conference, Lenin wrote: “Genuine equal 
rights between the two property systems, albeit as a temporary condition 
until the entire world moves away from private property and the economic 
chaos and ware engendered by it to a higher property system, is 
provided only in the Rapallo Treaty." (page 235) 


In Genoa Soviet Russia proposed for the first time in history a wide 
program of international economic cooperation which had been worked out 
personally by V. I. Lenin. The program envisaged, in particular, the 
agreement by a number of countries on measures to fight against the 

fuel crisis and make the most efficient and economical use of energy 
sources on a basis of a single planned electrification system, and also 
on the most urgent, from the point of view of the possibility of trans- 
porting raw materials and foods, measures for reorganizing and improving 
international transportation. These ideas of Lenin's which proceeded 
from the interests not only of the Soviet state but of all European 
countries have been further developed in our day. The Soviet proposals 
on the necessity for cooperation in such world-wide areas which are 
important for all of the European states as environmental protection, 
energy, and transportation are widely known. The successful holding 

in 1979 of a meeting of the representatives of the 35 participant states 
in the all-European conference on the problems of environmental protec- 
tion demonstrated the existence of possibilities to realize the Soviet 
proposals in these fields. 


Genoa was a prologue to a wide international recognition of Soviet Russia 
which began in 1924, the last year in the life of Vladimir Il‘ich. He 
was deeply convinced of the future successes of Soviet and socialist 
diplomacy, although he did not live to see all of the fruite of his 
inexhaustible and truly selfless work in the field of foreign policy. 
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it can boldly be said that Lenin's analysia of the balance of forces in 
the international situation which had developed and in which the Country 
of Soviets had been born and begun to be active is in its depth, scope, 
and, at the same time,preciaiona genuinely acientific revelation of the 
interweaving of diverse and frequently contradictory processes, factore, 
forces, and tendencies. 


It is known that the well-known formula of “balance of power" which 
amounted to relations within the "concert of great powers" was regarded 
as being almost the highest achievement of the bourgeois science of 
international relations. Meanwhile, it permitted the most comple e scorn 
for the fate of emall countries, the role of the popular masses of even 
the so-called civilized world, not to speak of the hundreds of millions 
of people on the colonial periphery, was ignored, and the clase struggle 
and social contradictions and conflicts were not taken account of. 


In his numerous statements Lenin gave an example of a fundamentally 

new approach to the problem of the balance of power on the world arena. 
Lenin's geniue put forward the idea of a balance of power between the 

two social systems, at the same time making a sober evaluation of the 
forces which represented the systems and the prospects for their 

further development, In one of his last statements Lenin said: "“Materi- 
ally, in economic and military respects, we are extremely weak, but 
morally -- not understanding, of course, this idea from the point of view 
of abstract morality, but understanding it as the balance of the real 
forces of all classes and ail states — we are the strongest. This has 
been tested in fact, and it is proven not by words, but by deeds; this 
has already been proven once, and, I dare say, if history takes a 

certain turn, it will be proven more than once. This is why we say to 
ourselves: Having undertaken our peaceful construction, we will give 

all of our strength to make it continue uninterruptedly.” (page 209) 


A great clairvoyant was speaking through Lenin's lips who took full 
account of the fact that the gap between socialism and capitalism on the 
level of material forces (including military forces) would be overcome 
during the course of the creative constructive work of the popular masses 
who were building a new society under the leadership of their communist 


vanguard. 


In our day, as a result of the heroic labor of several generations of 
Soviet people, the Soviet state possesses, in addition to the moral 
strength about which V. I. Lenin spoke, a powerful economic and military 
potential which is reliably providing for the constant progressive 
development and security of both USSR and the entire socialist common- 
wealth.

Coexiatence and peace was organically connected by V. 1. Lenin with 
the neceseity for universal disarmament. He said that “disarmament is 
the ideal of socialiem.” As early as the last third of the nineteenth 
century K, Marx and F. Engele had validated the thesis of disarmament 
ae 4 radical means of preventing war. Lenin placed the problem of 
disarmament on the level of practical politics. 


it ie known that under the pressure of the anti-militarist movement 

in the capitalist countries attempte at an official discussion of the 
probleme of disarmament were made as early as the Hague peace conferences 
of 1889 and 1907. However, these discussions had, in essence, a formal 
character. Imperialiem which held boundless eway during that period was 
preparing for a battle for the redivision of the world and had unleashed 
an irrepressible arms race. 


The Soviet estate was the first in history to show an actual readiness 

to sertously and concretely approach a solution of the problem of dis- 
armament. On the inetructions of Lenin, this issue was posed by the 
Soviet delegation as a practical task at the Genoa conference. Already 
at that time, in 1922, the Soviet government, guided by the principle of 
peaceful coexistence, proposed carrying out complete and universal 
disarmament. At the same time, it came out with an initiative to prevent 
the use of poison gasses, aviation, and other means of war directed 
against peaceful populations. 


At the same time, the Soviet state proposed — as preliminary steps — 
concrete plane for a partial curtailment of armed forces. In December 
1922 on the initiative of Soviet Russia, a conference on the reduction 

of armaments was held in Moscow at which the Soviet delegation, in parti- 
cular, proposed reducing the armies of the participant countries in the 
conference by 75 percent over a period of two years, and also of reducing 
the military budgets of the agreeing sides and establishing a maximum 
expenditure figure per soldier. The 10th All-Russian Congress of Soviets 
decreed to reduce the size of the Red Army by 25 percent in 1923. In 

an address by the Congress, “To All of the People in the World” in 
connection with the formation of the USSR, it was stated: “Against the 
threat of new wars, against the mad dance of armaments which is taking 
place by the will of the capitalist governments, against the disgrace 

of the Versailles Treaty, and against the colonial machinations of the 
bourgeois states -- the workers and peasants of the RSFSR again raise 
their voices in warning....Let all peoples demand peace from their 
governments. The cause of peace is in the hands of the people themselves." 


Is it an accidental fact that it was precisely the Soviet Union which 
became the initiator and consistent supporter of the idea of disarmament’ 
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Of course, not. The very essence of the socialist social system 
excludes an economic or any other interest in increasing armaments. 

The Soviet atate has alwaye beea the initiator of broad plana which 
provide for both a radical solution of the problem of disarmament and 
the adoption of measures of a more limited character. During the firet 
years of the existence of Soviet power the opponents of our country 
asserted that the Soviet peace initiative, including ite proposale on 
disarmament, were allegedly the result of the “weakness” of the Soviet 
state and of ite “fear” of suffering a defeat in the event of war. 
History hae proven the absolute groundlesaness of such assertions. 


In our day the USSR ise persistently continuing ite active struggle for 
peace and disarmament which were begun by Lenin. The Soviet Union led 
the struggle to prevent nuclear tests. The conclusion in 1963 of the 
Treaty Prohibiting Teste of Nuclear Weapons in the Atmosphere, in Outer 
Space, and Under Water is to a large extent to the merit of Soviet 
diplomacy. The USSR played an important role in the conclusion in 1968 
of the Treaty on the Nondissemination of Nuclear Weapons. As a result 
of Soviet efforts, in 1972 a Convention prohibiting the development, 
production, and accumulation of bacteriological (biological) and toxic 
weapons and their destruction was opened for signing; it was signed by 
the vast majority of states. The Soviet-American SALT-I Agreement on 
limiting strategic weapons was an important step in restraining the arms 
race. A SALT-II Treaty is to mark a new step in this direction. The 
realization of the agreement which has been reached would be of paramount 
importance for ensuring peace in the world. 


Our country has constantly been implementing Lenin's principles of 
proletarian internationalism and of peaceful coexistence between states 
with different social systems. Following them, the CPSU shows constant 
concern for a further strengthening of the unity and solidarity of the 
socialist countries and of the solidarity with the people struggling 
against imperialism, neocolonialism, and racism and for a halt to the 
arms race and disarmament. 


The consistent implementation of the Peace Program which was advanced 

by the 24th and developed by the 25th CPSU Congress has made it possible 
to achieve a marked improvement of the international political climate 
and to break the tragic cycle in which peace has been only a brief 
breathing space between the world wars. Thanks to the efforts of the 
USSR and to the other countries of the socialist commonwealth, a number 
of important agreements between the East and the West have been signed, 
including the historic Concluding Act of the European Conference in 
Helsinki. These agreements have helped to normalize inter-state rela- 
tions and to deepen detente, especially in Europe. 
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liowever, on the eve of the 19808 the situation in the world became 
much more complicated. The responsibility for thie is borne by the 
imperialiet forces and, above all, by specific circles in the United 
States. It was these circles which in 1978, at the May session of the 
NATO council in Washington, imposed upon the member countries of the 
block an automatic annual increase in military expenditures until the 
end of the century. While developing ever new long-term armaments 
programs, the imperialiet circles of the United States are at the same 
time attempting to shift the responsibility for the exacerbation of the 
international situation on the Soviet Union, accusing it of militarism 
and aggression. “There are stupid people,” V. 1. Lenin said in 1919 
about euch accusations, “who are screaming about Red Militariem; they 
are political crooks who pretend that they believe in this stupidity 
and they throw euch accusations about to the right and to the left, 
making uee for this purpose of their Lawyer's skill in composing false 
arguments and throwing sand in the eyes of the masses....Only the dir- 
tiest and lowest political crooks are capable of speaking strong words 
accusing us of Red Militariem."” (page 80) 


The Soviet Union, its allies, and all of the peace-loving forces of the 
planet are convinced that the a of the enemies of peace will 
fail. L. 1. Brezhnev emphasizes: are holding the standard of our 
Leninist foreign policy confidantly and high -- the standard of peace 
and of the freedom and independence of peoples, the standard of social 
progress."

KRASIN WRITES ON DEVELOPMENT OF WORLD SOCIALIST MOVEMENT

[Text] The 20th Century has been a century of sharp qualitative changes 
in the social life and social consciousness of mankind and of a radical 
turn in history in a fundamentally new direction -- toward a classless 
communist society. This turn is closely and inseparably bound up with 
the name of V. I. Lenin and is being achieved under the banner of 
Leniniem. “The course of history,” it is stated in the decree of the 

CC CPSU "On the 110th Anniversary of the Birth of Vladimir I1l'ich Lenin," 
“and the very profound transformations which have radically changed the 
face of the modern world provide ever new proof of the corectness and 
indestructible force of Lenin's ideas." 


The establishment and development of a new socialist society has been the 
chief world historical result of the realization of Lenin's plans and 
designs. The progressive development of real socialism is occurring 
both in depth and in width. On the one hand, more and more new countries 
are following diverse paths to socialism. On the other, the world 
socialist commonwealth is growing stronger and real socialism is attaining 
increasingly mature stages. In the Soviet Union the world's first 
developed socialist society has been built in which there is the 

fullest and most comprehensive disclosure of the inexhaustible creative 
potential of the new system and its humanistic essence and the rich and 
diverse forms of the dialectics of social development. 


It will not be an exaggeration to say that the gigantic influence of 
Leninism on all of world progress is manifested above all in the 
influence of real socialism on the life and struggle of present-day 
mankind. 

The Leading Force of the Social Revolution of the 20th Century 


Socialism arose as a result of a revolutionary resolution of the contra- 
dictions of the capitalist socio-economic formation in one-sixth of the 
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world, The very fact of the emergence of a socialist system signified 
a break with an old quality — the capitalist system — and the emer- 
gence of human society in a new condition. By acquiring its own basis 
for development, the revolutionary side of the contradiction between 
Labor and capital becomes the leading force and vanguard of the world 
social revolution which opens up before all of mankind the only possible 
path to historical progress. 


A close connection between two processes lies at the basis of the 
dialectical interaction between real socialism and the world liberation 
movement: On the one hand, a deepening of the basic contradiction of 
the modern world — between socialism and capitalism, — and, on the 
other, an exacerbation of the internal antagoniems of capitalism as a 
world social system which is heterogeneous in its national-state charac- 
teristics and various social orders, beginning with the latest state- 
monopoly order and ending with precapitalistic orders. 


The basic contradiction of the present epoch both genetically and in its 
social essence is organically connected with the phenomena and processes 
which are occurring in the depths of the capitalist system. In essence, 
it is the emergence of the antagonism between labor and capital into the 
sphere of international and inter-state relations. As a result of the 
revolutionary breaches in the capitalist system, this contradiction is 
being reproduced on the world arena as a conflict between two social 
systems behind one of which is the state organized working class, and 
behind the other is monopoly capital. It is for this reason that the 
growth and development of revolutionary socialism as the leading pro- 
gressive force of the present epoch is having such a profound influence 
on revolutionary processes in the non-socialist part of the world. 


Yf course, every social system develops according to its own internal 
laws. But the two opposed systems do not simply move side by side along 
different courses which in no way intersect. One of them was born from 
the other and comes as its replacement. Their mutual influence cannot 
be regarded as purely external. Each step forward by socialism gives 
rise to a powerful resonance within the capitalist system and makes its 
weaknesses and difficulties more graphic. 


As the leading force of world historical revolutionary development, 
real socialism influences both the internal laws and mechanisms of 

the capitalist system and the qualitative specific nature of the world 
revolutionary process itself, creating favorable new possibilities for 
it and making its forms more diverse. 


The basic contradiction of the present-day world is having a powerful 
influence on the course of the class struggle in the capitalist countries. 
The conflict between the two systems on the world arena and the 
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achievements of socialism in the economic, social, and epiritual 
spheres of the life of soctety are compelling capitaliem to make 

social concessions to the working clase and make it possible for the 
latter to win in strenuous clase battles such social and political 
rights and freedoms as would have been inconceivable without the exis- 
tence of the new system. As a result, in many capitalist countries new 
possibilities in the struggle for profound democratic transformations, 
which lead right up to the threshold of a socialist revolution of a 
peaceful form, are being opened up before the working class and its 
allies. 


There is no question that the influence of the basic contradiction of 
the epoch is complex and many-leveled. Moreover, the capitalist social 
system by no means takes the role of a passive object. In actively 
reacting to the development of socialism and the growth of ite influence 
capitalism also evolves and attempts to adapt to the conflict with 

real socialism. This concerns not only the superstructure, but also 
the base relations of capitalist society. The relations of property 
become substantially more complex, in particular, its state form 
acquires quite large dimensions, various public funds arise and expand, 
and the development of state-monopoly capitalism is accelerated and 
reaches a high level. The capitalist system does not weaken its efforts 
to create new springboards for a confrontation with a socialist system. 
It even borrows certain methods of economic management which are 

alien to its nature from socialism, introducing elements of programming 
and planning while, of course, keeping all of the main levers of control 
in the hands of large capital. 


The establishment and development of real socialism is having a prefeund 
influence upon the relationships between the imperialist powers and their 
former colonies -- the liberated countries. The very existence of the 
socialist commonwealth and its opposition to imperialism and solidarity 
with the liberated peoples is putting an end to the "closed" character 
of relations between the imperialist and developing countries. The 
tension in the field between the poles of the world contradiction 
increases the relative independence of the developing countries, weakens 
their dependence upon the main centers of the capitalist system, and 
strengthens their gravitation toward socialism. Substantially wider 
opportunities are opened before these countries for conducting 
independent policies and making a free choice of paths of historical 
development. The logic of the conflict between the two opposed social 
systems leads to a polarization of the developing countries, although 
this process is still far from completion. The point is that a large 
group of new states has not yet made a final choice in favor of one 

or the other system, and in addition, sharp turns and zigzags are 
characteristic of the political line of a number of the Liberated 
countries. 
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The close interweaving of the basic contradiction of the epoch with 
the antagoniams within the capitalist system is leading to the fact 
that real soctaliem is exercising a gigantic and constantly growing 
influence on the world revolutionary process. 


What are the channele for thie influence? First, real socialiem is 

a factor in the continuing change in the balance of power on the world 
arena in favor of the working clase and of peace and democracy. In 
thie way, a favorable international situation is created for democratic 
and revolutionary movements and imperialism's possibilities for "expor- 
ting counter-revolution" are limited. 


Secondly, real socialism, basing itself on the might of state power and 
the socialist economy, takes upon its shoulders the chief burden of the 
struggle against imperialism and against reactionary tendencies, 

making it easier for other revolutionary forces to solve the domestic 
national problems facing them. 


Thirdly, real socialism exercises a gigantic influence on world deve- 
lopment by the power of its example, demonstrating in practice the 
advantages of a new social system and attracting other countries to 
this path. It is in the front line of the revolutionary transformation 
of the world. As V. I. Lenin emphasized, the outcome of the social 
revolution of the contemporary world depends upon this to an enormous 
extent, since the attractive power of the ideal for which the revolu- 
tionaries are struggling in the different corners of the world acquires 
a decisive role in its fate. 


Fourthly, real socialism provides aid and support to the revolutionary 
forces of the non-socialist part of the world. This aid has above all 
a moral and political character and inspires the working class o* the 
capitalist countries and its allies to struggle against state-monopoly 
domination. Economic, political, and, at the request of the government 
and the people, military aid is also given to the liberated councries 
which are struggling against imperialism. 


It should be noted that the complexity and contradictoriness of world 
development is also reflected in the establishment of the world socialist 
system and may engender in certain of its elements, as occurred in 

China under the influence of Maoist ideology and politics, a deformation 
of socialism. It is clear that phenomena of this kind not only contra- 
dict the nature of socialism and its principles, but put a brake upon 

the world revolutionary process, and, in essence, lead to the conversion 
of the subjects of this deformation into the allies and assistants of 
imperialism. What, but anger and indignation, could be the result of 
Peking's aggressions against the Socialist Republic of Vietnam, its 
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support for imperialiam's aggressive actions in Afghanistan, or the 
monstrous "experiment" provoked by the Maoists of implanting “socialism" 
through the barbaric methods of genocide against their own people! 


However, the decisive influence upon the development of the social revo- 
lution of the modern world is being exercised not by these deformations 
and distortions, but above all by the real dialectic of the ascendent 
development of socialism in the USSR and the countries of the socialist 
commonwealth, Passing through the natural stages of its development, 

at each of them real socialism promotes to an increasing degree the 
creation of favorable conditions for the development of the world 
revolutionary process. 


New prospects are opening up before the working class of the capitalist 
countries. In some of them it has now gained important springboards 

for an offensive against the power of capital. It has before it the 
opportunity of advancing to socialism by a less difficult road than 

had to be covered by the working class of Russia and other socialist 
states. Of course, even on the peaceful road of the transition to 
socialism there will have to be a hard struggle and difficult problems 
will arise. But the road to the goal has already been laid for the 
international working class, and this makes it easier to overcome diffi- 
culties and obstacles. 


There are extensive opportunities for revolutionary movements in the 
developing countries. The prospect of a non-capitalist path of deve- 
lopment is opening up before them. In many of the new liberated states 
where the economic and social preconditions for a socialist revolution 
had not yet fully matured, this prospect became real only as a result of 
the decisive influence of victorious socialism on world development. 

As V. I. Lenin emphasized, the advanced forces of the developing countries 
are capable of advancing in the direction of socialism through a number 
of intermediate stages making use of transitional types and forms of 
social transformation. 


Of course, the influence of socialism on the world revolutionary process 
is not occurring mechanically and has nothing in common with the 
“exportation of revolution.” It is refracted dialectically through the 
prism of the internal socio-economic, political, and ideological condi- 
tions of the countries of the non-socialist world, and manifests itself 
differently in the different countries depending upon the degree of 

the maturity of the objective preconditions for a transition to 
socialism and the consolidation of the social forces which are struggling 
for democracy, socialism, and national independence. 


To this it has to be added that the processes occurring in the depths of 
the capitalist system uot only experience the influence of the basic

contradiction of the epoch, but also have an influence on world 
development, on the conflict of the two social systems, and through 

it on the internal development of socialism itself. In particular, 

the aggressive foreign policy course of a number of imperialist states 

is to a certain extent holding back the economic development of socialism 
by compelling the socialist countries to expend resources for defense 
purposes and to block expansionist imperialist tendencies. 


The close interweaving of the basic contradiction of our epoch with 

the growing antagonisms within the capitalist system demands the unity 
and solidarity of today's revolutionary forces. For the final victory 
of soctalism on a worldwide scale turns in the end on a revolutionary 
resolution of the internal contradictions of the capitalist system. 
Without this it will continue to exist and, this means, the basic contra- 
diction of the modern world will also continue. But fundamental social 
transformations in the capitalist countries cannot be achieved from 
without. This is the work of the working class and of the progressive 
forces of these countries themselves. Real socialism, no matter what 
influence it possesses, cannot alone solve the entire complex of the 
socio-economic and political problems which face mankind. All of the 
revolutionary and democratic forces play an enormous and ever-increasing 
role in their solution. The success of any of them leads to a strength- 
ening of the positions of others and promotes general social progress. 


The Decisive Factor in the Reorganization of International Relations 


The development of real socialism and its foreign policy are having 

a deep influence on the fate of all of mankind. The very emergence of 
a socialist state signified a qualitative change in the system of 
international relations. The working class received a real lever for 
carrying out its own internationalist and humanist foreign policy. 
Defining its essence, K. Marx once wrote: "...To seek to have the simple 
laws of morality and justice which are supposed to guide individual 
people in their relations become supreme laws in the relations between 
peoples." And, further, he emphasized that "the struggle for this kind 
of foreign policy is a part of the general struggle for the Liberation 
of the working class."1 


With the birth of socialism this policy became a reality. It found a 
vivid expression in Lenin's historic Peace Decree which proclaimed the 
foreign policy principles of the socialist state. Generalizing the 
party's first experience in foreign policy, V. I. Lenin observed: 
"...The Bolsheviks are creating completely different international 
relations which are making it possible for all oppressed peoples to rid 
themselves of the imperialist yoke. "2 
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During the first post-October years the correlation of world forces 
was not favorable for realizing the principles of socialism's foreign 
policy. Imperialiem dominated the international arena, blocking the 
foreign policy initiatives of the socialist state. But even then V. I. 
Lenin, analyzing deep historical tendencies, predicted that socialism 
would inevitably be transformed from a power which is still “incapable 
of determining world politics" into an international power "capable of 
having a decisive influence on all world politics."3 


By comparing the beginning of the epoch from the transition of capitalism 
to socialism with the present period one can clearly trace the law- 
determined connection between the dialectics of the establishment and 
development of real socialism and the dialectics of international deve- 
lopment. In essence, these are two sides, two inseparable aspects of 

a single process: Not only of the construction and improvement of a 
socialist society within the countries which have broken with capital- 
ism, but also of a fundamental reorganization of the entire system of 
international relations. 


At the very moment of its birth the new socio-economic formation came 
up against an international reality which had been inherited from 

past historical epochs. Its development is occurring in the face of 
the preservation of national and national-state differences which have 
profound roots in history. V. 1. Lenin resolutely opposed the pseudo- 
internationalism of the left doctrinaires and Trotskyites who ignored 
this reality and called for the fanning of the "conflagration of world 
revolution,” for a “Red intervention,” and so forth. Real internation- 
alism in Lenin's understanding consisted in not running away from 
complex international reality into ultra-revolutionary Utopias, but 

in a bold historical initiative by those detachments of the international 
working class which obtained the opportunity for revolutionary action 
and in achieving the maximum achievable in each country in order to 
develop and support the struggle for socialism in all countries. 





The epoch of the transition from capitalism to socialism is at the same 
time a transitional epoch in the development of international relations. 
The point of departure in this development is the system of international 
relations characteristic of imperialism which is built on dictate and 
violence, the subordination of weak states to strong ones, national 
oppression, and colonial dependence. Its final point is the creation 

of the highest forms of human communal .iving in which, in V. I. Lenin's 
words, "the legitimate needs and progressive aspirations of the working 
masses of every nationality will for the first time be satisfied in an 
international unity." 


Between the initial and final points of development there is a period in 
which the system of international relations inevitably has a heterogeneous, 
multi-type, and contradictory character. A type of relations is 
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preserved which te characteristic of imperialiem. With the emergence of 
socialiom from a single country there appears a new type of relations 
wiich te characteriatic of the socialist states. Unique relations 
develop between the socialist and bourgeois, socialist and liberated, 
and the bourgeois and Liberated countries. The various types of inter- 
national relations are connected into a single world and very dynamic 
system, exercise a mutual influence upon one another, and are modified 
under the influence of changes in the correlation of forces on the world 
arena. 


it ie clear that the general direction of the development of the system 
of international relations ie in the final analysis being determined by 
the content of the present epoch. The mainspring in the mechaniem of 

this development is the contradiction between socialism and capitalism. 


Of course, ite action in the international sphere is marked by complexi- 
ties. Lt is by no means equivalent to a frontal clash between the two 
blocks of powers, as is trumpeted about by the belligerant ideologists 

of imperialism. The dynamics of the basic contradiction of the epoch 
exercises ite influence on international development chiefly in a 
mediative way, through the interaction of economics and politics, 
ideology and politics, and socio-class, international-legal, and 
national and international relations. 


Bourgeois sociologiste and political scientists show a tendency to 
construct simplified "models" of the present system of international 
relations. The most typical of them is the “bi-polar model" which 
reduces the essence of the system to the interaction of two poles of 
power — the USSR and the United States — and to a division of 

spheres of influence between them. This mechanistic "model" also 
serves as the methodological basis for the left-extremist and nation- 
alist conceptions of “two super powers." After the “bi-polar” model, 
bourgeois ideologists created “tri-polar," “quadro-polar," and 
“polycentric” models. However, all of them are based on a formalization 
of international relations and reduce the mechaniem of world development 
to an arithmetical “balance of power" which, of course, must be consi- 
dered, but only in a unity with a social-class analysis. 


it is with its help that the system of international relations is 
connected with the basic contradiction of the present epoch which, in 
ite turn, makes it possible to explain the role of socialism as a 
decisive factor of world development. In the reorganization of inter- 
national relations this role is revealed above all in the fact that 
socialiem creates a fundamentally new type of relations between coun- 
tries. The fraternal internationalist relations between the states of 
the socialist commonwealth are a prototype for these interelations 
between peoples which characterize the communist social formation and will 
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be characteriatic of it right up to the merging of 411 nations into a 
single international human community at later and more mature stages of 
the development of thie formation. Socialist international relations 
are, in thie way, the future of the syetem of international relations. 


The establishment of euch relations by no means occurs as a simple 
consequence of the establishment of a socialist system in any group of 
countries. This process is connected with a difficult search for 
correct solutions to the problems of the economic, political, and 
spiritual interaction of the countries and peoples who have taken the 
path of socialist construction. The practical and theoretical experi- 
ence in this field is of exceptionally great importence for all of 
mankind. 


However, this by no means exhauete the role of real socialiem as a 
factor in the reorganization of the system of international relations. 
Socialism also influences all of the other types of international 
relations and their entire system as a whole. The channels and means 
of this influence are very diverse. 


Firet of all, it has to be noted that socialiem creates a solid basis 
for the politics of peace. The socialist system eliminates class and 
national antagonisms which are a source of wars and military danger. 
It establishes the kind of social structure in which there is no place 
for classes or social groups which are interested by virtue of their 
objective situation in war as a means of politics. On the contrary, 
as has repeatedly been noted in the program documents of the CPSU, 
socialism is in need for its successful development of a strong peace 
and of cooperation between peoples and states regardless of their 
social system. 


Its foreign policy is a very important lever of socialism's influence 
on the system of international relations. "In our foreign policy,” 

L. I. Brezhnev has said, “we and our socialist allies are firmly follo- 
wing Lenin's peace course. In developing and deepening cooperation 
with the countries which have liberated themselves from the colonial 
yoke and in interacting, where possible, with realistic circles in the 
bourgeois states, the socialist countries advance concrete initiatives 
aimed at improving the world political climate." 


As socialism grows economically and politically, the depth and scope of 
the influence of its foreign policy on the development of the system of 
international relations increases. At the end of the 1960s and begin- 
ning of the 19706 this process had reached such a stage in which a real 
opportunity developed to achieve a profound qualitative change in the 
direction of a fundamental reorganization of international relations. 
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ite essence consisted in a turn away from the “cold war" and military con- 
frontation of the capitalist and socialist states which had been imposed by 
impertaliem to peaceful coexistence, detente, and international coopera- 
tion, and ite basic componente were clearly defined in the Peace Program 
put forward by the 24th and 25th CPSU Congresses. 


Stepe along the path of the reorganization of international relations 
which has already begun are by no means a willed process or 4 simple 
consequence of the development and strengthening of socialiem, The 
international system has ite own internal logic which is determined by 
the complex interaction of all of its component elements and by the 
acute struggle of the social and classe forces which represent the 
different social systems. The possibilities for constructing a stable 
and durable peace in the world which are being created by socialiem 
have to be realized within a contradictory international reality in 
which the new growths of peaceful coexistence are interwoven with the 
rudiments of the “cold war" which is being revived in every way possible 
by imperialist reaction. The deepening and expansion of detente is 
taking place in a sharp etruggle: The stages of progress on this path 
when the foundations are laid for new forward movement alternate with 
throwbacks to the military hysteria of imperialiesn. 


The entire foreign policy experience of the CPSU and the fraternal 
parties of the socialist states shows what an enormous and truly irre- 
placeable role in the reorganization of international relations is 
played by the subjective factor: the political initiative of the 
parties, the ability to correctly evaluate new possibilities and 
realistically coordinate them with the international situation, and 
the ability to see dangers which threaten peace and to mobilize forces 
to neutralize them in time. 


The question of the relationship between detente and the class struggle 
and of peaceful coexistence and the social revolution occupies a large 
place in the ideological struggle around the reorganization of inter- 
national relations. Bourgeois ideologists frequently assert that the 
class struggle and the social revolution contradict detente and the 
principles of peaceful coexistence which is interpreted by them as a 
social status quo. While certain leftist theoreticians, on the contrary, 
assure us that the politics of detente and peaceful coexistence allegedly 
signify a rejection of the class struggle and of social revolution. 


The methodological routes of the opposition between detente and social 
progress are in a distortion of the essence of peaceful coexistence. 

The concept of peaceful coexistence of states with different social 
systems include various aspects: democratic principles of international 
relations, the conflict between capitalism and socialism by non-military 
means, and international cooperation between states belonging to 

















different social systems, This is the real contradiction of inter- 
national life in the epoch of transition from capitalism to socialiem, 
Thies contradiction cannot be gotten away from and it hase to be considered 
in the form in which it existe in reality iteelf. 


The relaxation of tensions, no matter how deep it goes, does not and can 
not eliminate the heterogeneity of the syatem of international relations 
aul does notremove the opposition between the socialist and the capitalist 
social systems and the interests of labor and capital in the capitalist 
world. Consequently, detente does not cancel the conflict between 

the two systems, or the clase etruggle and the inevitability of the 
social revolution which follow from the objective laws of the develop- 
ment of capitaliem. Therefore, there are no grounds for opposing 
detente and the clase struggle and peaceful coexistence and social 
progress as polar opposites which exclude one another. 


Detente and peaceful coexistence are oriented toward the creation of a 
stable system of international relations which excludes military 
confrontations between states. However, social-class contradictions 
and, this means, the clase struggle, continue both on the world arena 
and within the capitalist system. 


As was noted in the document of the Berlin Conference of European 
Communists and Workers' Parties, detente creates favorable possibilities 
for the development of socialism and for the struggle of the working 
clase and the toilers for democratic and socialist transformations. 

But sight must not be lost of the fact that under detente the monopoly 
bourgeoisie also makes use of every possibility to struggle against 
socialism and to strengthen the capitalist system. The reorganization 
of international relations is not a “one-way etreet," as the ideologists 
of the “cold war" assert. By pushing away the threat of a thermonuclear 
catastrophe it responds to the interests of all states, regardless of 
their social system. The preservation of peace is the top-priority task 
of the epoch in whose accomplishment the interests of the international 
working class and of socialism are organically merged with the interests 
of all of mankind. 


Of course, as the main tendencies of social development are realized 
there will occur an even deeper change in the character of international 
relations on the basis of the principles of fraternal cooperation and 
mutual assistance which comprise the essence of the inter-state rela- 
tions of the socialist countries. But this process will be completed 
on a world-wide scale only after all of the pevples choose the socia- 
list path of development. 
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The fact that socialiam acts as a decisive factor in the reorganization 
of international relations on the basis of principles of peaceful 
coexistence in no way diminghes the enormous role which is played in 
alleviating international tensions by other progressive forces of the 
present day ⸗— the working class of the capitalist countries, the 
Liberated states, the non-aligned countries, democratic public opinion, 
and also realistic-minded representatives of bourgeois states. The 
establishment of a durable peace in the world and the elimination of the 
threat of thermonuclear war can only become a reality ase a result of 

the unified actions of all peace-loving forces. 


Socialiem and Global Problems 


The present epoch has a revolutionary, contradictory, and transitional 
character. Part of the world has taken the socialist path. The other 
part remains in the sphere of the action of the laws of capitalism. 
And, despite this "watershed" which dissects the present-day world, 
today, as never before in the past, it is one and represents a global 
integrity which is faced by acute problems that are common for all 
mankind. Among them are the ecological and energy problems, the food 
and demographic problems, the elimination of the economic and cultural 
backwardness of a large group of developing countries, and the most 
burning problem of the present day — war and peace. 


Many of them existed in the past also, but in their scope they rarely 
went beyond the framework of individual countries and regions. Today 
these problems have taken on a global scope. The fact that they have 
become acute in the epoch of transition from capitalism to socialism 

is not simply a coincidence. The urgency of solving these problems is 
aggravated by their interconnectedness and by the rapidity of the 

rates of historical development which demand from society a constant 
adaptation to rapidly changing circumstances. Yet, this need comes into 
contradiction with every step of the character of capitalist and pre- 
capitalist structures and with the socio-economic and political 
heterogeneity of the present-day world. This once again speaks about 
the fact that the acuteness of the global problems and the transition 

to socialism are internally connected by law. A fundamental solution 

of our global problems is impossible without a fundamental reorganiza- 
tion of social relations, and progress in this direction already depends 
upon those qualitative changes on the international arena which are 
taking place under the decisive influence of real socialism. 


The ecological problem is a manifestation and result of the contradiction 
between nature and society. In changing his environment, man, of course, 
interferes with natural processes. In addition, as F. Engels observed, 
in presocialist socieities this interference has a spontaneous character 
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and frequently leads to fatal consequences for the environment. The 
ecological problem has now become especially acute as a result of the 
gigantic growth of social production. In a number of countries and 
regions a disturbance of the ecological balance ia taking place and 

the threat is arising of destructive processes which affect not only 
man's immediate habitat, but also the world's oceans, outer space, and 
the bowels of the earth. Enivronmental protection is becoming an urgent 
task. It requires a atrictly conceived siting of the productive forces, 
efficient operations by them, and the efficient distribution of economic 
resources and energy sources. Meanwhile, under capitaliem this is 
hindered by private property interests which inevitably come into 
contradiction with the needs of the whole of society. The predatory use 
of natural resources by the monopolies and multi-national corporations 
is creating a threat to exhaust natural resources. The way to solve 

the ecological problem is shown by socialist society. Of course, under 
socialism also, the contradictions between nature and society are not 
completely removed. However, the principles of socialist economic 
management and of a thrifty attitude toward natural resources provide 
wide possibilities for taking deliberate measures to procect the 
environment. In the Soviet Union enormous efforts are being made in 
this direction. During the present five-year plan alone 11 billion 
rubles were allocated for environmental protection. 


There is no doubt that socialism is capable of preventing the destruction 
of the environment. But the fact is that the present ecological situa- 
tion already requires the adoption of a large number of measures on a 
world-wide scale. This can only be achieved through the development of 
international cooperation between the capitalist and the socialist 
states and under the conditions of peaceful coexistence for the establish- 
ment of which the countries of real socialism are struggling. 


The energy problem is closely connected with the ecological problem. The 
capitalist world today is experiencing a profound energy crisis. The 
reasons for it are not so much is the gigantic development of the 
productive forces as in the character of the relations engendered by 
capitalism. For centuries the imperialist powem shamelessly exploited 
their colonial districts, looking upon them as an inexhaustible source 

of cheap raw materials. Imperialism has not rejected this approach 
today. Although the former colonies have achieved political independence 
and are attempting to develop independent economies, the imperialist 
powers are trying at all costs to maintain their privileges in inter- 
national economic relations, and to keep the developing countries in the 
position of suppliers of raw materials and energy, speculating in every 
way they can on the difficulties in solving the problem of the efficient 
use of energy resources. 
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In principle, the energy problem is entirely soluable within the frame- 
work of international cooperation and through the efficient use of 
energy resources and the creation of new energy sources. The difficul- 
ties rise on account of the position of imperialiam. Consequently, 

the solution of the problem is connected with a restriction of imperia-~ 
List tendencies in international economic relations. 


The demographic and food problems are acute ones in today's world. It 
has been calculated that by the end of the century there will be approxi- 
mately 6 billion people in the world. Moreover, numerical growth of 

the population is uneven. The “demographic explosion" areas are above 
all those parte of the planet which are characterized by the greatest 
economic and cultural backwardness. It is here that the demographic 
problem is becoming especially acute. All of historical practice shows 
that demographic laws depend upon the lawa of social development. The 
birth rates in a society are determined first of all by the dominant 
socio-economic relations. The high birth rates in many of the developing 
countries are a result of the fact that a reorganization of social and 
economic relations is not occurring there or is occurring at very slow 
rates. 


The solution of demographic problems is only possible through social 
progress. In essence, this is a social problem. It requires the 
elimination of the economic and cultural backwardness of the developing 
countries. The mobilization of human resources for the accomplishment 
of this task is without any doubt directly dependent upon the resolution 
of the basic contradiction of the epoch. 


The demographic problem is also aggravating the food problem. It is 
precisely in the regions with rapid population growth that the chief 
centers of poverty and hunger are concentrated. A unification of the 
resources of all states and international cooperation could solve the 
food problem: It has been created not simply by economic backwardness 
or by a “demographic explosion,” but by unequal rights in international 
economic relations and by imperialiem's endeavor to use the poverty and 
troubles of backward countries for its own interests and to impose 
neo-colonial systems upon them. 


In essence, the present demographic and food situations are a component 
part of one of the most important global problems of the present day -- 
the elimination of the economic and cultural backwardness of the develo- 
ping countries. The post-war development of the world economy is 
showing that the gap between the national incomes of the industrially 
developed and developing countries is not only not being narrowed, but, 
on the contrary, is widening. The sources of the profound contradiction 
between the developing world and the industrially developed capitalist 
countries is not in some far fetched North-South opposition, but in the 











imperialiat exploitation of the developing countries and in the lack of 
desire and inability of capitaliem to use the powerful productive forces 
which have been created by it for the development of economically undeve- 
loped regions. 


The problem of the new Liberated states achieving the present level of 
economic and cultural progress can only be solved by the cooperative 
efforte of all mankind. It, in other words, is connected with the 
general direction of historical development in the present epoch. 

Real steps can be taken today to solve the difficult problems of the 
developing countries. We are speaking firet of all about the complete 
elimination of the last centers of colonialiem and raciem and of a 
atruggle against the neo-colonialist policies of imperialism. It is 
clear that success here also depends upon the growing role of real 
socialiem in world development. 


The problem of war and peace is now the most urgent problem for mankind. 
Wars have always meant a waste of society's energies and strength and 

a diversion from the solution of constructive problems. The two world 
imperialist slaughters inflicted especially great damage upon mankind. 
They led to an unprecedented destruction of the productive forces and to 
the destruction of tens of millions of people. But a new world war 
would develop into an even greater tragedy. The present development of 
military technology threatens the very existence of mankind. As L. I. 
Brezhnev has observed, “thinge have already reached such a pass that if 
the stocks of armaments which have now been built up were to be put into 
action humanity could be completely destroyed ."® 


Meanwhile, the monstrous machine for the preparation of war continues its 
work in the depths of imperialism. Every year more than 400 billion 
dollars is spent on armaments. This is the truly enormous burden which 
the arms race throws onto the shoulders of society. This amount is 

2.5 times greater than state expenditures for public health and 1.5 

times greater than the expenditures of states for education. Around 

60 million people have been directly involved in the mechanism of 
improving the means and methods of waging war. 


Mankind, it is clear, would already have crossed over the fatal line 
separating peace from war if not for the development and strengthening 
of real socialism. It is socialism which is doing everything possible 
to prevent a thermonuclear catastrophe and to turn the state of peace 
into a natural state of human society. 


All of the global problems have been engendered by the complex contribu- 
tions of world development. And while the development of real socialism 
and its internal dialectics which open up limitless possibilities for 
social progress create a base for positive solutions, the existence and 
development of capitalism, an historically bygone social system, 
exacerbates the global problems to the level of serious crises. The 
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acuteness of these global problems points to the necessity for great 
changes in the life of society. The objective logic of these changes 
in our day requires a movement in a single direction — toward socialiaem, 


Bourgeols futurologists have created quite a few Utopias and have 
provided quite a few pessimistic forecasts of the future of mankind. 
This pessimism reflects the crisis of capitaliem and the capitalist 
civilization created by it. In the Report of the CC CPSU to the 25th 
Party Congress it is noted: "Communists are far from predicting an 
‘automatic collapse’ of capitaliem, It still has considerable reserves. 
However, the events of recent years confirm with new force that capi- 
taliem is a society without a future." 


The future of mankind is connected with another line of historical 
development: with the establishment and strengthening of a new 
communist civilization. It is within it that possibilities are created 
for the solution of any of the problems facing mankind. 


The Dialectice of the Establishment of a World Communist Civilization 


The historical experience of real socialism provides an increasingly 

full revelation of the dialectics of the development of socialist 
society. And this experience is of enormous importance for all countries 
and peoples. V. I. Lenin taught that the most important thing in 
dialectics is the splitting up of the whole and knowledge of its contra- 
dictory parts. In the present socially divided but, at the same time, 
single world real socialism embodies the main direction of world history. 
It is a society which has been liberated from the social fetters which 
previously limited social progress and which at different historical 
stages gave it a one-sided and frequently distorted character. For the 
first time the dialectics of the development of human society begins to 
manifest itself not as an antagonistic struggle of opposed social forces, 
but as the cooperation of social groups and nations in the solution of 
important problems of social development. 


The historical experience of real socialism graphically reveals the 
invalidity of bourgeois and revisionist theoretical conceptions in which 
it is asserted that socialism in the end will allegedly come to the same 
values and to the same criteria of social development as are characteris- 
tic of the capitalistic social-economic formation. 


Behind these conceptions there is a clear desire to declare capitalist 

society to be the apex of historical progress, an eternal and immutable 
form of human relations. There is no room left for dialectics in these 
metaphysical conceptions. 
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Ideas of this kind are at the basie of numerous bourgeois and revisionist 
theortes of the “convergence” between capitaliem and socialism, Their 
supporters reduce everything to development of technology and knowledge 
and, in fact, ignore the fundamental differences between the social 
conditions in which technology develops and knowledge ie applied. From 
their point of view the “convergence” of the two opposed systems is 
possible because in the final analysis both capitaliem and socialiem 

are allegedly oriented toward common social and spiritual values. 


Similar views are held by the theoreticians of left extremism who 
assert that in the process of peaceful coexistence with capitalism 
socialiem will allegedly gradually take over the system of values charac- 
teristic of capitalist cociety and thereby become integrated into it. 
They propagandize some kind of "great negation" which is supposed to 
lead to a complete break with the very foundation of the human civili- 
zation which has been created to this day. In the opinion of these 
theoreticians, socialism has to be built on bare ground. In essence, 
these anti-dialectical conceptions exclude any kind of continuity in 
historical development. They also reject the new elements which are 
being created in the process of the establishment and development of 
the communist social-economic formation. 


The entire experience of the establishment and development of real 
socialism proves that the dialectics of socialist society is characte- 
rized by new qualities and new values. And this, in the final analysis, 
imparts to the development itself a new character and new features which 
are the embryo and prototype of the future dialectics of international 
communist civilization. 


They include a gigantic acceleration of social progress which is 
connected with the fact that mankind ceases to waste its social energy 
on waging the class struggle and wars and directsit toward the creative 
construction of new social relations. 


They include a comprehensive and planned social development which 
embraces the productive forces, production relations, the sphere of 
spiritual production, and the sphere of the development of each indivi- 
dual. 


They include a completely different character in the contradictions 
which have a non-antagonistic character and, correspondingly, new means 
and methods of resolving them which are not connected with the class 
struggle and with social revolutions. 


They include the deeply revolutionary character of the development of 
the new society which manifests itself in its constant renewal and in 
dialectical leaps which no longer require the replacement of one socio- 
economic formation with another, but are achieved within the single

communiet formation and represent an enrichment and development of 
communist social relations. 


They include the mutual enrichment and mutual penetration of the cultures 
of different peoples and nations from which the international culture 

of commintat society which ts very rich in ita content and forms te 
formed. They includ. the conscious use by society of the lawe and 
categories of dialectics which expands possibilities to an extraordinary 
extent and increases the role of the subjective factor in social 

deve lopment. 


The lawe and categories of dialectics are uniform. They accumulate 
within themselves the universal elements of the very rich and diverse 
process of the development of nature, society, and human thought. This 
means that in real socialist society and in the future communist society 
the general dialectical laws of development which have been revealed by 
Marxist-Leninist theory will operate. But the forms of their manifes- 
tation depend upon concrete historical conditions. The wealth of the 
social relations of real socialism gives rise to the wealth of the form 
and content of the dialectics of socialist society. They provide a 
clear foreshadowing of the contours and features of the social deve- 
lopment of the international communist civilization of the future which 
has been thoroughly enriched by the experience of the construction of 
the new society by all peoples and countries. 


One of the decisive factors in the permanent historical importance of 
Leninism consists in the fact that it profoundly expresses the objective 
needs of world social progress. For this reason, it is precisely the 
practice of creative Leninism which is embodied in the real socialism 

of our day that represents a solid foundation for the communist civili- 
zation of the future. And in this is not only the immortality of 
Leninism, but also the eternal source of its development as a living 
doctrine and a methodology of revolutionary thought and revolutionary 
action.

BOOK ON CHINESE TERRITORIAL PRETENS” NS REVIEWED

[Text] The forces of imperialism, colonialism, and reaction are despa- 
rately trying to turn back the process of national liberation, to 
restore their shaken positions, and to seize on various pretexts foreign 
territories, not stopping before the unleashing of armed provocations 
and wars. 





In Asia the Peking leadership which is carrying out a great power and 
hegemonistic policy, longing for its “lost lands," and hatching plans 
for expansion has become the obliging helper of imperialism and a 
generator of international tensions. The collection of the works of 
Sinologists and journalists and of materials from the foreign press 
being reviewed here contains numerous facts and incontrovertible proofs 
of the aggressive actions and plans of the Peking expansionists. 


The book shows the great danger that is presented for the countries of 
Asia and of the entire world by the hegemonistic aspirations of the 
Chinese leadership which is possessed by Great Khan chauvinism, There 
is now probably not a single neighbor state of China's which has not 
felt the threatening breath of the dragon of Chinese militarism and 
expansionism. Demagogic statements to the effect that "China is not 
striving for hegemony" and "never will pretend to hegemony" can now 

no longer fool anybody. In recent years the practical deeds and 
policies of Peking have been testifying to the reverse. It is commonly 
known that in 1959 Mao Zedong made the statement that "...our target 

is the entire world in which we shall create a powerful state," and that 
in 1965 he put forward the following program for the near future: "Not 
to fail to get Southeast Asia" because that region “is very rich and 
there are very many natural resources there...." (pages 58,69) 
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[t ie no longer possible to regard the above-cited statements and other 
similar ores as harmless chatter or wild plans. It is in keeping with 
the nature of things in China that these statements have not only not 
been disavowed by Peking but, on the contrary, have become a kind of 
guide to action. In order to reinforce the plans for aggression put 
forward by Mao the Chinese leaders are using political, propaganda, and 
military means, and do not scorn resorting to the dirtiest means and 
methods — from the falsification of history and the publication of 
maps showing "lost Chinese territories" to armed provocations and direct 
aggression against neighboring states. Intensifying international 
tensions, they are ready to push the world into the abyss of a nuclear 
catastrophe. The Peking rulers undertake all kinds of wiles to justify 
their aggressive aspirations. For example, they have declared 

Ghengis Khan who conquered China as their "Chinese emperor." The 
Maoist press is attempting to put a "scientific foundation" under the 
thesis that the Mongols have belonged since ancient times to the "great 
family of the nations of China."" Even the subjugation by Ghengis Khan 
and his successors of the Middle Empire is put down as a credit to them, 
since this, it is said, helped to unite the empire and "put an end to 
schism and civil warfare in the country" and "strengthened the ties 
between the different nations of China and made China's family of nations 
even stronger." 


As is noted in the collection, chauvinistic falsifications of this kind 
were debunked as early as 1934 by the great Chinese writer Lu Xin who 
sarcastically observed that "in fact during ‘our' so-called golden age 
the Mongols subjugated China and we became slaves." (page 27) The 
subjugation of the country by the Manchurians and their 300-year dominion 
is now regarded in Peking as almost a model of democracy, as a quite 
natural and legitimate rule by one of the small peoples in the great 
Chinese Empire. And again the same goal: to compel the world to recog- 
nize all of the foreign territories previously conquered by the Mongol- 
ians and Manchurians but subsequently liberated from the aggressors as 
“unjustifiably lost Chinese lands." At the same time, the situation of 
national minorities in present-day China is characterized by discrim- 
ination and by severe living conditions. The Manchurians do not even 
have national autonomy, and the Mongolians in the formally autonomous 
region of Inner Mongolia have to a substantial extent been assimilated. 
It is known that the Peking hegemonists have for a long time had their 
eye on the Mongolian People's Republic also. 


Speaking at a Plenum of the CC of the Mongolian People's Revolutionary 
Party on 19 November 1979, Yu. Tsedenbal emphasized: "It has to be 
said outright that a threat to the independence and sovereignty of the 
Mongolian People's Republic from the Peking authorities exists in 
reality. Of course, until this threat is removed we shall continue to 
need the effective assistance of the Soviet Union in defending the 
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independence and security of our socialist homeland.” At last year's 
conference in Berlin of the secretaries of the CCs of the Communist 
parties of the socialist countries it was emphasized that the great 
power hegemonistic goals of Peking which are being used by imperialiam 
in its struggle against socialism represent a threat to the security of 
all peoples, above all those of Southeast Asia, and are contrary to 

the interests of the Chinese people itself. 


The hegemonism of the Maoists is very bellicose. It is aimed at the 
forced preparation of the country for war. It is to this task that the 
program of the "four modernizations" and, above all, the "“modernization' 
of the army is subordinated. In October 1979 the Minister of Defense 
of the Chinese People's Republic repeated the call “to prepare for the 
war which will soon begin and will be a large-scale and even a nuclear 


In the present-day "modernization" of Maoism it is precisely the ideas 
of hegemonism, China-centrism, and Great Khan chauvinism which are 
increasingly coming to the forefront. It is not accidental that the 
slogan of "The 20th Century is the Century of the Chinese" is being 
propay indized on the pages of the local Chinese press.3 But already 
in our day Peking is allowing itself to unceremoniously dictate its 
conditions to other countries and to act in the role of a gendarme 
which has the right to employ armed force and to "punish" sovereign 
peoples and states which do not follow its lead. 





The appetites of the Peking expansionists are truly predatory. The 
dimensions of their territorial claims against the USSR, India, Mongolia, 
Vietnam, Burma, Japan, and many other Asian states, including islands 
and sea basins, comprise in total an area which exceeds the territory 
of China itself. Maps are widely published and exhibited in the 
Chinese People's Republic in which neighboring sovereign states are 
depicted as former Chinese possessions. In October 1979 the handbook 
"China. General Information" was published in Peking in the English 
and French languages. Its compilers included among the lands allegedly 
"lost" by China vast territories of the Soviet Union, India, the Mongo- 
lian People's Republic, the Socialist Republic of Vietnam, and other 
states. This handbook, the newspaper INDIAN EXPRESS noted, again con- 
firmed the old territorial claims of the Great Khan chauvinists. 


Intensifying tensions, the Peking leaders even today, thirty years after 
the formation of the Chinese People's Republic, are attempting to prove 
that China's borders with a large number of its neighbors are still 
“unresolved questions." Of course, this is followed by more and more 
new territorial claims. More than this, the invention regarding "the 
unresolved nature of the question" is accompanied at every step by armed 
provocations and open aggression against neighboring states. Graphic 
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examples of this are such inatances as Peking's territorial claims 
against Burma and other neighbors at the end of the 19508, the invasion 
by Chinese forces of Indian territory in October 1962, provocations on 
the Soviet=Chinese border in 1969 which were organized by the Peking 
authorities, the dropping of parachutists on Vietnamese islands in the 
South China Sea, the threat of the armed seizure of the Senkaku lIelands, 
and eo forth. Peking's aggression against the Socialiet Republic of 
Vietnam in February 1979 gave rise to universal indignation and condem- 
nation in the world. Nor can the still continuing threats to “teach a 
second lesson” to Vietnam, constant political and military pressure, 

and all kinds of provocations against Laos and Cambodia and intervention 
in their internal affaires be left without attention. In evidence is 

the hope of inciting mistrust and enmity among the countries of the 
region, of creating dissension between the countries of ASEAN and the 
states of Indochina whose people, in defending their freedom and 
independence suffered an enormous number of losses and terrible destruc- 
tion, including through the direct fault of the Peking rulers. 


Peking is continuing to concentrate shock troops at its border with 
Vietnam. Even after the failure of the aggressive war against the Vietna- 
mese people, many hundreds of armed provocations were carried out from 
the Chinese side, a systematic shelling of Vietnamese territory from 
artillery and mines is being conducted, and hostile air and naval actions 
are being performed. 


Numerous examples are cited in the book which show that even countries 
with which China at one time signed border agreements do not feel 
themselves to be completely secure. Separatists and anti-government 
detachments which are supported by Peking have been in operation for 
many years on China's borders with Burma and other countries. The 
Maoists make use as levers of political and economic pressure on the 
governments of Asian countries of the enormous and far-flung colonies 
of Chinese emigrants which to a substantial degree control the finan- 
cial and economic life of a number of Asian states and regions and 
exercise an influence on local leaders and on the politics of these 
countries. 


Recently there has been an increasing coordination by Peking and Washing- 
ton of their policies and practical actions which are hostile to 
socialism and to the world communist and national liberation movements. 
Replying to the questions of the American magazine TIME, L. I. Brezhnev 
gave an exhaustive characterization of the real reasons for the 
rapprochement between China and the United States: “It is not at all 

a matter of the establishment of diplomatic relations. The point is 

that attempts are being made to provide every kind of encouragement 

with lures of an economic character and, now, gradually with deliveries of 
modern weapons and military equipment and technology to those who, as 
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leaders of one of the world's largest countries have openly announced 
their hostility to detente, disarmament, and stability in the world: 
who are claiming the territories of many countries and organizing 
provocations against them; and who have proclaimed war to be inevitable 
and have begun active preparations for war." 


Facts, many of which are cited in the collection, prove irrefutably 
that the hegemonistic and expansionistic policy of the present Chinese 
leadership represents a serious threat to peace and security in 

Asia and on the entire planet. 


The book under review is of indisputable interest for a wide circle 
of readers who follow the important problems of international Life.

and we are deeply confident and firmly convinced that no one will 

fo without the proper attention and no will be overlooked; a 

kind and sincere word, as well as sincere thanks, will be said to everyone, 


However, dear comrades, there are also those would could not come to 
this meeting of veterans, They are the ones who did not return from 
the war, having performed an immortal feat and immortalized their 
own names, 


Today we bow low our heads to the memory of those who died the death 
of the brave in battle for the triumph of our just cause, Many, very 
many were missing after the war, About 700,000 people, one-fifth 

of the population of Georgia, went to war, and 164 of bravest sons

memory of the fallen heroes, Their glory shall never fade! It shall live 
in the ages! It rests in the memory and heart of every person! Let us 
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then honor with a minute of silence the memory of those who perished, 
dear compadetsss 


We know that the Leninist banner, the banner of Great October, the 

banner of soclaliam which was carried through the fire of the war years 

by our fathers and older brothers, will be carried high inthe future by 
the young builders of communiem, by those young people who are now working 
in the plante and factories, in the fields and plantations, in the

[Speech by Comrade P. M. Masherov at the Celebration Devoted to the 110th 
Anniversary of the Birth of V. I. Lenin: “The Ideas and the Cause of 
Lenin Will Never Grow Dim"} 


[Text] Dear Comrades! 


Our revolutionary calendar, which measures a new time, contains quite a 
few significant dates. But one among them, symbolically coinciding with 
the springtime renewal of nature itself, is especially dear and close to 
everyone of us, to all the people of labor. This is the bright day that 
gave to the world the genius of mankind, the day of the birth of Vladimir 
Il'ich Lenin.

liberality of his soul. As the famous French writer Romain Rolland accu-

His 
spiritual make-up imprinted itself already during his lifetime on the 
hearts of people and will never perish."

Leninism will always be an eternally living teaching because it answers 
the secret hopes and aspirations, the most lucid thoughts of all the work- 
ers, because it expresses the deepest interests of the broadest popular 
masses~-the genuine creators and masters of history. 


Leninism remains constantly in formation because it places into the hands 
of the fighters for socialism and communism a scientific theory and method 
of knowledge, of the revolutionary transformation of the world, and makes 
it possible to develop correct answers to the most complex, the most 
urgent vital questions and teaches courageous and creative solutions of 
pressing problems. 


Leninism will never grow old, will not fade because it is life itself, a 
gigantic torch fed by powerful, inexhaustible sources, which is brightly 
illuminating the path to the communist tomorrow for mankind. 


We correctly characterize Leninism as Marxism of the contemporary era, as 
its continuation and development. Lenin was always distinguished by his 
loyalty to the great teaching of K. Marx and F. Engels, by the bold and 
manly struggle against all who attempt to distort the essence of Marxism, 
to emasculate its revolutionary soul. The genius of Lenin lay in the 

fact that he,more clearly than anyone else, he understood and assimilated 
the revolutionary-critical spirit, the creative character of this teaching, 
saw in it the “cornerstone of the science which socialists must move for- 
ward in all directions if they do not want to lag behind life" (V. I. 
Lenin, PSS [Complete Collected Works], Vol 4, p 184). This made it pos- 
sible for him to raise the scientific theory of his great teachers to the 
level of the demands of the century, to make a contribution to it without 
which there is and cannot be a revolutionary doctrine of the working class 
today.

tured. Moved by the patriotic aspiration--to increase their contribution 
to the general cause of the struggle for communism--the collectives of the 
industrial enterprises of our glorious capital are full of resolve to com- 
plete successfully the obligation they have assumed with regard to the 
above-plan output of production during the five-year-plan by no less than 

1 billion rubles, including consumer products by 330 million rubles. 


The advanced practice of the work of the victors of the Lenin shock work 
shift deserves the greatest dissemination. The best experience is not 
only the great and wise school of management, the powerful catalyst of the 
further growth of the economy, but also the moral norm of our life. To 
adopt it, to achieve general inspiration--this Lenin legacy must become 

an absolute rule in che activity of party, Soviet, trade union and Komso- 
mol organizations, of all our cadres. 


Invaluable is the contribution to the fulfillment of the plans and targets 
of the five-year-plan, to the strengthening of the economy and the develop- 
ment of culture, of the collectives decorated with the Order of the Red 
Banner, those who are marching in the first ranks of socialist competition. 
The active creative support of their achievements, of everything best 

that has been built up by them, must become the general concern of the 
broadest working masses. 


For us this is all the more important since in various links of the economy 
of the republic there are still quite a few shortcomings and omissions, 
quite a few bottlenecks without the removal of which the successful advance 
to new, higher boundaries is impossible. 
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And the tasks which confront us in the near future are of still greater 
scale and responsibility. They emanate directly from the general course 
of the Leniniet party, which aime at the constant improvement of the stan- 
dard of living of the Soviet people. The main road to the achievement of 
this noble goal set by the 25th CPSU Congress at the head of the angle of 
the whole economic strategy of the party is the increase of efficiency of 
production and the quality of work by all possible means.

But the task of party, Soviet, and 
economic organs is to discover them in good time and to eliminate opera- 
tionally the reasons which engender them, to take realistic measures of a 
forestalling order. 


The successes in the development of the economy of the republic are beyond 
question. But in every one of its sectors we could achieve more impressive 
results if we would put into operation the deep reserves and possibilities 
for increasing the efficiency of production and the quality of work in all 
sectors. We cannot be satisfied with the rates of production growth and 
labor productivity that have developed in our industry lately. And here 

we must work a great deal in order to advance unconditionally to the final 
indicators of the five-year-plan, having guaranteed an increase in the out- 
put of industrial production during the five years of not less than 43 per- 
cent. Likewise we not only can but are obligated to improve significantly 
all qualitative parameters of manufactured goods, to intensify the entire 
work of our enterprises. 


Waiting for an urgent answer are many questions of capital construction 
and transportation, where blunders and omissions are still especially per- 
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ceptible. And without a high degree of organization of the work in these 
sectors we will not cope to the end with the problems of the efficiency and 
quality in other links of the economy, And our primary obligationis to ad- 
juet the accurate functioning of the construction conveyor and the trans~ 
portation services, to organize their work on the level of contemporary re- 
quirements. 


Extremely responsible tasks during the present year stand before the toilers 
of the village. They must take the exceptionally high limit in the produc= 
tion of grain-~face a crop capacity in cereals of 32 quintalse per hectare 
and guarantee a gross harvest of grain amounting to 9-9.5 million tons. 

The achievement of these indicators requires the full mobilization and 
efficient utilization of all of our resources and capacities, and in the 
first place of the reserves of the grain-grower's heart, the skill and ex- 
perience of people. 


There are, of course, considerable difficulties on the road to the goal. 
And they make themselves felt already now. The battle for a large supply 
of daily bread displays itself in difficult weather conditions. In con- 
nection with the late, still cold and moreover dry spring, we are confron- 
ted with the necessity of carrying out, within the most compressed period 
of time at an exceptionally high organizational and agro~technical level, 
a volume of work which has never before been secured by the rural cadres. 
This is precisely what must now determine the entire strategy and tactics 
of the activity of the party, Soviet, and economic organs, the farm direc- 
tors and specialists, all the toilers of the village. 


On their efforts depends the successful solution of the problem which has 
lately for known reasons risen before us, such as the improvement of pro- 
viding the population of the cities and industrial centers with meat and 

dairy products. 


In all basic directions of the development of animal husbandry we must 
work out a complex program of operations, establish a system of economic 
technological measures which, beginning with the spring and summer period 
of the current year, would secure a significant increase in the volumes 
and improvement in the juality of livestock production. 


First of all, it is necessary to do everything to make the rates of the 
growth of production and of the sale of meat and milk to the state in the 
public sector significantly higher than has actually turned out during the 
past few years. 


Secondly, it is necessary to create agro-industrial associations in the 
most active fashion, as well as to develop subsidiary farms near the large 
industrial enterprises and organizations, having made extensive use of 
their possibilities for the sharp increase of procurements of meat, milk 


and vegetables for the supply of public catering enterprises in these 
work collectives. 
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Thirdly, the rural inhabitants can and are obliged to make 4 greater con- 
tribution to the intensification of che volumes of procurements of live- 
stock production. The pethe here are perfectly evident. They are a sig- 
nificant increase in the livestock of cows and swine, the development of 
sheepbreeding, the breeding of poultry and rabbite, the securing of feed 
and pastures for cattle which is in the private use of citizens, 


In the final analysis we are talking about raising to an incomparably 
higher level all of the work with regard to finding sources of supplement~- 
ing food resources in every farm and rural soviet, in every rayon, in 
every oblast. 


In all spheres, in all enterprises, in organizations and kolkhozes, in 
scientific enterprises, we are faced with doing still more to raise the 
good working conditions with high standards of production as a whole and 
the improvement of the conditions of work of people, vith regard to the 
establishment of a healthy moral climate in the collectives, in which the 
most favorable conditions are created for highly~productive work. 


In the solution of all socio-economic questions, the Leninist theoretical 
legacy must always be our faithful reference~point. Its non-transient 
value does not lie in the fact that it can give prescriptions for all in- 
stances of life. In Leninism our party, first of all, finds a method of 
theoretical and practical analysis of socio-economic problems. 


Following the precepts of Lenin, the CPSU critically assesses what has 
been achieved, boldly and decisively reveals shortcomings, mobilizes the 
communists, all workers to make fuller use of the enormous potential pos- 
sibilities of developed socialism. 


Great Leninist thought, the spirit of Leninist exactingness and principled 
approach to things are embodied in the materials of the November 0979) 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, which undertook a comprehensive and 
profound analysis of the course of the fulfillment of the decisions of 

the 25th Congress of the party, revealed the reasons for the existing 
omissions and defined perfectly concrete ways of eliminating them. There- 
by the Plenum put into the hands of all party organizations a militant 
program of actions in regard to the successful solution of the strategic 
task--to secure higher production efficiency and quality of work. 


And for this we have at our disposal all necessary objective conditions. 
We have the unique experience of socio-economic planning, a powerful 
scientific-production potential, a fuel-energy and raw materials base, 
well-trained cadres. At the same time, however, it is clear that for the 
solution of the tasks that are grandiose in scale, innovative and ex- 
ceptionally difficult in character, we, in the words of V. I. Lenin, 
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“need more tenacity, more patience, more persistence, more unyieldingness, 
4 more systematic character in work, more organizational and adminisetra= 
tive art on a large scale” (P85, Vol 40, pp 143-144). We will simply not 
solve these taske with the aid of ordinary, traditional methods of work 
that have become habitual. We must in every possible way develop the eco~ 
nomic thinking of the cadres, all workers, fundamentally reorganize the 
forms of management of the economy, the syle of our work. 


And the most important thing is that here we must proceed with a large 
scope and concreteness, #0 as to develop and utilize creatively such prin- 
ciples of management developed by V. 1. Lenin as scientific character, the 
ability to select correctly the decisive link toward which maximum efforts 
must be directed in order to achieve success, the orientation toward the 
newest achievements of science and technology, progressive experience, 
flexibility, the ability to react quickly and accurately to changing cir- 
cumstances. 


This requirement is fully met by the measures outlined in the decree of 
the COSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers "On the Im 
provement of Planning and the Strengthening of the Influence of the Eco- 
nomic Mechanism on the Increase in the Efficiency of Production and the 
Quality of Work". Caring about its implementation, we must put into force 
all the possibilities available to us to improve the final results. The 
role of economic incentives in increasing the efficiency of production and 
the improvement of the quality of production, as well as the acceleration 
of scientific-technical progress must be strengthened. 


The practical realization of the measures that have been outlined is un- 
thinkable without the decisive eradication of the pattern, conservatism, 
the inertness of thought, the adherence to obsolete forms of work. For 
all of us it is extremely important to master to perfection the genuinely 
Leninist style of leadership, a creative style, a style whose character~- 
istic features are boldness and initiative, democratism and Bolshevik ef- 
ficiency, exactingness and utmost responsibility. All of this is possible 
in the presence of a high level of organization in all links of the party, 
state and economic leadership, at every job position, in the presence of 
daily strict and effective control of the fulfillment of the measures that 
have been mapped out and the decisions that have been taken, in the pre- 
sence of strict permission for the violation of discipline.

'Text! Comrades! 


Under the leadership of the Communist Party the Soviet people are consist- 
ently and successfully implementing the historic decisions of the 25th 

CPSU Congress. Our country has moved considerably forward in economic and 
social development, in the further improving of the people's material and 
cultural standards of living, and in the strengthening of their defensive 


might. 


During every stage of communist construction, our party devotes enormous 
attention to the development of agricultural production and the improve- 
ment of its effectiveness, and to questionsm the social and cultural 
development of the village. The March (1965) and July (1978) CPSU Central 
Committee plenums were very important landmarks on this avenue. 


The CPSU Central Committee Politburo and the CPSU Central Committee Cenera. 
Secretary L. 1. Brezhnev personally are incisively solving the basic pro- 
blems in agricultural development and its pressing tasks. 


Thanks to the consistent implementation of the CPSU's agrarian policy, the 
powerful development of agricultural production forces has been assured, 
the standard of living of rural workers has been increased, the average 
annual production volume in agriculture and animal husbandry has risen, 

the productivity of fields and farms has been improved, and state purchaser 
of agricultural products have been increased. 


In the task of successfully carrying out the party's agrarian policy, the 
January and July (1975), April (1977) and July (1978) plenums of the 
Armenian Communist Party Central Committee and the 26th Congress of the 
Armenian Communist Party, which worked out a program for the further 
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development of agriculture, and eo rise in the overall level of agricultural 
production, had decisive importance for the republic's party organisations, 


Considerable successes have been achieved in developing the republic's 
agriculture ase a result of the consistent implementation of this prograa. 
The erowth of the average annual gross production volume in agriculture 
during the past four years of the 10th Five-Year Plan was 23.6 percent as 
opposed to 21.1 percent for the five-year plan. In comparison with the 
average annual indicators for the 9th Five-Year Plan, the yield of grain 
crops in the public sector increased by 22 percent, sugar beets--by 37 
percent, grapes -- by 28 percent, fruits -- by 12 percent, vegetables-- 
by & percent, and potatoes -- by 18 percent. The plans for the production 
and sale of basic agricultural products to the state are being carried out 
each year. 


We have also achieved definite successes in the development of animal hus- 
bandry. The meat production plan for the five-year plan's four years has 
been carried out 103.9 percent, the milk plan -- 110.8 percent, and the 
wool one -- 103.1 percent; and the plan for purchasing these products -- 
102, 109.2, and 103.4 percent respectively. During this period in comp- 
arison with the previous five-year plan the average annual meat output 
volume increased by 23,800 tons or 23 percent, milk production volume -- 
by 67,600 tons or 16.8 percent, eggs-- by 101 million items or 33 percent, 
wool -- by 315 tons or 7.1 percent; and purchases increased respectively: 
meat -- b7? 3.6 percent, milk by 25, eges -- by 64.4, and wool--by 7.5 
percent. 


The milk yield from each cow on kolkhoz and state farms increased by 3 6 
kilograms and reached 1,993 kilograms in 1979. The average weight of large- 
horned cattle sold to the state increased in the republic by \ kilograms 
and reached 294 kilograms, 


In order to picture more clearly what has been achieved let us point out 
that during the 8th and 9th five-year plans, that is, during the previous 
ten years, the milk yield increased all told by 247 kilograms, and the 
average weight of large-horned cattle sold to the state -- by 24 kilograms. 


Quite a bit has indeed been done in the republic's agriculture and in 
animal husbandry in particular. All this has provided an opportunity to 
considerably improve the supplying of agricultural products to the popula- 
tion. 


These successes are the result of purposeful consistent work by the repub- 
lic's party, Soviet and agricultural organs and the heroic labor of rural 
workers, the working class and the intelligentsia--of all those who 
helped the village to solve the tasks facing it. 


The inspired and patriotic labor of village workers during the current 
five-year plan has twice been honored with the greetings and high rating 
of comrade L. 1. Breghnev, general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee. 
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The contribution of the field and farm heroes, machine operators, land 
reclamation specialists, engineers, scilentiste,and the enormous army of 

all village workers to the fact that the republic has during all fou years 
of the lOth Five-Year Plan been recognised as the winner in the all-union 
socialist competition and awarded the temporary Ked Banner of the CPSU

Comrades: 


It was pointed out during the July (1971) CPSU Central Committee Plenum 
that the entire course of development of the country's economy and the 
steady growth in the people's material standard of living push to the fore- 
front the task of bringing about a rapid rise in animal husbandry since 
this is the pivotal task in the problem of supplying the people with food 
products, Consequently, the further development of animal husbandry is 

an important economic, social) and political task. 


In submitting questions concerning the further development of animal hus- 
bandry for the review of the regular planum of the Armenian Communist Party 
Central Committee, | have in mind a critical analysis of the state of 
affairs in it and the results achieved in light of the requirements of the 
25th CPSU Congress and the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee 
as well as the development of a specific combined program for the further 
intensive development of this important branch. 


An anlysis of the state of affairs in the republic's animal husbandry 
shows that ‘t has developed rather dynamically and stably during recent 
years. The fodder base is being improved, Work is being conducted to 
shift aniM@] husbandry to an industrial base and introduce advanced tech- 
nology. Qualitative work indicators are being improved, and animal pro- 
ductivity is being increased, 


In critically evaluating the state of affairs in animal husbandry, we must 
today also state that there are still serious deficiencies, omissions and 
unsolved question in this very important branch of agriculture and that 
the enormous economic and production potential which exists in the branch 
are still being used with little effect. 


If the fact that, based on demographic forecasts, the republic's population 
will be about 4.5 million people and the proportion of the urban population 
will sharply grow is added to what has been said, then the importance 

and urgency of this question becomes clear. 


The agriculture of the Armenian SSR has favorable conditions for the devel- 
opment of those branches provided for by all-union specialization -- grape, 
fruit and vegetable growing; and based on this -- the wine, cognac and 
canning industries. The demand for these products will rise in the 
country in the future. Therefore, our republic must actively participate 
in their production from now on, 
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In posing this task, we undoubtedly must consider the distinctive features 
of our republic, Extensive agricultural development paths are extremely 
limited for us, In the future we must stress the intensive growth factor 
— Whose capabilities we are far from fully realizing -- in developing 
agriculture, especially animal husbandry, 


Based on the available actual capabilities for the development of animal 
husbandry, we must assign ourselves a new goali By the end of the next 
five-year plan, average milk ylelds per cow must reach 2, 300-2,500 kilo- 
erams, and the average live weight of large-horned cattle sold to the 
state -- 330-350 kilograms, of pigs--100-105 kilograms and of sheep-- 49 
kilograms. We are convinced that it is possible to achieve these indicat- 
ores, 


Comrade K, 5S, Demirchyan dwelt in detail on the fundamental problems in 
animal husbandry development. He says that during the July (1978) Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee comrade L, 1. Brezhnev emphasized that 
everything that we want © have from animal husbandry -- more meat, milk 
and other products -- all this in the final analysis depends on sufficient 
feed of different varieties and of high quality. 





The Central Committee of the Armenian Communist Party and the republic's 
government have adopted a number of concrete measures to strengthen the 
material technical base of feed production. Thanks to this, the production 
of fodder in the republic has grown uninterruptedly during the past four 
years of the 10th Five-Year Plan. Whereas in the previous five-year plan 
423,00 feed-unit tons were laid in on a yearly average, 646,000 tons were 
laid in on the average during each of the four years of the 10th Five-Year 
Plan. In 1979, 703,000 feed units will be accumulated for the first time. 
The sown area of fodder crops has been expanded, 


Nevertheless, the problem of producing fodder in the necessary amount and 
of high quality has still not been essentially solved, Today, this problem 
is a very acute one, and its solution is an urgent and important task. 


The basic reasons for the lag in fodder production are primarily: the 
low productivity of feed crops; the imperfection in the pattern of sown 
areas; the low ratio of enriched fodder; the large defici@ncy in protein; 
the insufficient use of stubble and intermediate crops, the low product- 
ivity of natural fodder lands; the slowintroduction of advanced technology 
for laying in and preparing fodder; the large losses in their laying~in, 
storage and use; the lag in feed crop seed growing; and the poor use of 
wastes from the food industry and public eating facilities. 


The plans for laying in fodder on many farms and in many rayons are not 
being fulfilled from year to year. Thus, on the majority of farms in the 
Azvizbekovskiy, Martuninskiy, Tumanyanskiy, Talinskiy, Shamshadinsk\iy, 

and several other rayons, sufficient steps have not been taken to supply 
public cattle with course and enriched fodder. There are also serious 
deficiencies in the planning of fodder production, Gosplan and the republics 
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Ministry of Agriculture are planning developmental rates for fodder pro- 
duction lower than the production growth rates actually achieved for 

animal husbandry products, They must radically review the principles for 
planning the production of coarse and enriched fodder in rayons and on the 
faras of the republic so that the growth rates of ow own fodder base will 
be brought into accordance with planned growth rates in the productivity 
of animal husbandry, in the livestock population and in the production 

and purchasing of livestock products and with the changes in the pattern 
of public animal husbandry. The Central Committee plenum today aust 

demand that Vosplan; the Ministries of Agriculture, Land Reclamation and 
Water Nesources, and Procurement; the State Committee for Sel'khoztekhnika; 
party raykoms; executive committees of raysoviets; party organizations; 

and kolkhog and sovkhoz leaders develop for each farm a complex program 

for creating a stable fodder base -- a program whose impelmentation would 
permit laying in fodder in an amount which would completely satisfy the 
fodder needs of public animal husbandry and the cattle, which are the 
personal porperty of kolkhog members, sovkhoz workers and employees; and 
also allow the creation of the necessary carry-over insurance fodder 
reserves, There are the necessary capabilities and reserves in the republic 
for this. 


It is necessary to intensify fodder production and strengthen its material 
and technical base even more, transforming it into a nodern specialized 
branch of agriculture. 


dithin the series of measures for the creation of a solid fodder base, 
the most important and decisive one for our repubiic is increasing the 
production of fodder from arable lands, The main thing here is a sharp 
improvement in the yield of all feed crops. Meanwhile, the yield of 
annual grass crops is reaching on the average 32,8 centners 
all told per hectare, of perennial grass crops--43.5 

centners, of fodder root crops -- 215 centners, of corn for silage -- 137 
centners, and of annual grasses for silage -- 128 centners. 


The use of irrigated lands sown with feed crops, whose return is still 
very low, remains an unresolved problem, 


Comrade K, 3S, Demirchyan addresses sharp criticism to the appropriate 
ministries and departments and the party, soviet, and economic leaders 

of a number of rayons who are not devoting necessary attention to the 
urgent questions of organizing fodder production in accordance with 
today's demands on animal husbandry, expanding areas sown with feed crops, 
and raising their productivity. 


In 1979, the average productivity of fodder root crops on the kolkhog and 
sovkhoze of Kafanskiy, Sevanskiy, Azizbekovskiy, Shamshadinskiy and 
Abovyanskiy rayonswas all told 14,2 - 85.7 centners per hectare. On the 
farms of Aparanskiy, Gugarkskiy, Gorisskiy and Vardenisskiy rayons 
46-108 centners of annual grass crops for silage are received per hectare; 





on the kolkhog and state farms of the Amasiyskiy, Artikekly, Masissakiy and 
Stepanavanekiy rayons -- 19.4 - 29,9 centners per hectare of annual grass 
crops; and on the farms of Talinskiy, Ashtarakskiy, Shamshadinskiy, 
Shaumyanekiy and the imeni Kamo rayons all told 19,8 ~ 31,5 centners of 
perennial grass crops were obtained from each irrigated hectare, The 
leaders of the mentioned rayon are trying to explain the low indicators 
only by unfavorable soll and climate conditions. However, the primary 
reasons for the receipt of low harvests are the low level of agricultural 
technology, violations of irrigation practices, and underapplication of 
fertilizer, 


The party, Joviet and agriculture organs on the spot and farm leaders and 
specialists must do everything so that on the average 300-350 centners of 
corn for silage, 65- 70 centners of perennial and 4 - 45 centners of annual 
grass crops, 400-500 centners of fodder root crops, ard 250- 300 centners 

of mixed fodder for silage will be obtained everywhere from each hectare 

of land requiring irrigation, There exist in the republic all the conditions 
~-both natural and climatic--for this, 


There are large opportunities for obtaining steady harvests of stubble and 
intermediate feed crops on large areas also, However, this is not being 
done everywhere, It is necessary to bring the area under stubble and 
intermediate crop cultivation to 7,000 - 10,000 hectares and the average 
yield of fodder crops -- to 250 - 300 centners per hectare, 


Zach year thousands of hectares of arable land remain unused in the 
republic, It is necessary to assign the specific task: All unused land 
on each farm must be covered this spring with feed crops. 


Gosplan, the Ministry of Agriculture and the rayispolkoms must begin with- 
out delay to examine the pattern of sown areas in each rayon so that during 
the llth Five-Year Plan each rayon and each farm will have a scientifically 
sound pattern of sow areas and a clear notion of the composition and 
quality category of all agricultural crops and perennial grass crops. 
Serious work must be conducted to increase the area of perennial grasses-- 
alfalfa, sainfoin, clover, and other cereal grains. Under the conditions 
in the republic, alfalfa is the main crop for irrigated fodder production, 
is lndispensable in the work of filling the protein deficiency, and has no 
equal to it. However, how are we using the resources to increase this 
indispensable fodder? Let us say right away--very poorly. 


The Ministry of Agriculture, the party raykoms, and the rayispolkoms 

must see to it that -- where it is possible -- alfalfa must be cultivated 
on irrigated lands instead of sainfoin and other grasses. It is necessary 
to organize special seed producing farms calculated to completely satisfy 
the republic's needs. In all other zones of non-irrigation agrictlture 

it is necessary to give priority to sainfoin, whose area must reach 125,000 
~ 130,000 hectares in the republic, 


There also exist in the republic good capabilities for cultivating clover 
and other perennial grass crops, 
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In field fodder production it is possible to sharply increase the produc- 
tion of hay from perennial grass crops with the use of high quality agri- 
cultural equipment for cultivation and the effective use of mineral and 
organic fertilizers and irrigation water, This will materially transform 
the fodder base and, thanks to the significant protein content, will serve 
as an important source for making up the deficit in feed protein, 


When speaking about the cultivation of hybrid corn and fodder root crops 
as the basic source for increasing enriched fodder, the speaker pointed 
out that definite work to introduce hybtrid corn and increase corn silage 
has been done by the Ministry of Agriculture, its scientific research 
inetitutes, and agriculture organs on the spot. However, one cannot 
consider what has been done as satisfactory, At the present time, the 
proportion of corn silage is only 50-55 percent. It is necessary to bring 
the a@eas sown with early ripening and hybrid types of corn to 20,000 
hectares. This will permit laying in more than one million tons of corn 
silage a year, 


We must have 2 - 2.5 tons of fodder root crops for each cow, Having provid- 
ed this, we can boldly say that the receipt of 2,500 - 3,000 kilograms of 
milk from each cow is a realistic affair. Therefore, the Ministry of 
Agriculture, party raykoms and rayispolkoms must work out specific measures 
Which ensure the production of 350,000 - 400,000 tons of root crops each 
year on the republic's kolkhoz and sovkhoz, 


An important reserve for the creation of a solid fodder base is the ration- 
al use of potential opportunities for increasing production and raising the 
quality of feed on natural fodder lands, 


However, the careless and wasteful use of natural fodder lands, expecially 
pastures, and the implementation of a series of measures for their super- 
ficial and radical improvement in a formal way led to a considerable lower- 
ing of their productivity. The average yield of the republic's pastures 
does not exceed 10 - 12 centners of verdure per hectare and the hay yield 
for the last ten years has not exceeded 15 centners. 


A total of 35-40 centners of hay from hay-making and 25-30 centners of dry 
substances from pastures are needed per hectare. To reach this level -- 
that is the task which the plenum must assign to local party, soviet and 
agricultural organs. 


One of the main reasons for the ineffective use of mountain hay making 
areas and pastures is the completely unsatisfactory carrying out of work 
to improve the working and living conditions of livestock breeders and 
the poor condition -- and at times even the complete absence -- of roads 
and access roads, Necessary work is not being conducted to create cultiva- 
ted irrigated pastures. 


One of the largest sources of cheaper and more nourishing feec is the 
creation of cultivated irrigated pastures. However, matters are not well 
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in thie area, The present condition of natural lands and the interests of 
radically improving thelr use urgently require that a combined program 

for the effective use of natural hay-making areas and pastures be developed, 
In order to carry out this program successfully, it apparently would be 
advisable to have in the republic a specialized land reclamation service 

for meadows and for the conduct of anti-erosion measures with all the nec- 
essary links: subunits, material technical resources, fertilizers, her- 
biclides, ete,, concentrated in it, 


The fertiliser problem is directly and immediately linked with the problem 
of increasing the yield of feed crops and the productivity of natural fodder 
lands, It is known that each year 430,000 tons of mineral fertilizer is 
allotted to the republic, Although a sufficient amount of fertilizer was 
available in Agigbekovskiy, Gukasyanskiy, Talinskiy, Vardenisskiy, Gorisskliy 
and other rayons, 2.5-3 fold less mineral fertilizer than the norm was 
introduced onto each hectare of fodder crops. As a consequence of this, 

the yleld of feed crops remains intolerably low, Organic fertilizer is also 


yelng used very poorly, 


The fedder production problem cannot be solved without organizing grass 
coed production. The task is to produce a sufficient amount of seed 
annually for alfalfa, sainfoin, clover, timothy, rye and other valuable 


rrasses, 


Comrade K, §. Demirchyan emphasizes the need to prevent losses in fodder, 
make optimum use of equipment in fodder production, spread the experience 
of combined production fodder extraction brigades everywhere, enlarge 
etorace farms, and refine and enrich fodder, During recent years, he says, 
the production volume of grass meal, granules and briquettes has grow 
somewhat, However, the plans for the production of grass meal are being 
wrecked from year to year, Instead of the planned 17,000 tons of grass 
meal--which is extremely little for our republic as it is -- only 7,000 - 
9000 tons are being produced each year. Through the fault of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, the State Committee for Sez'khoztekhnika, and a number of 
party raykoms and rayispolkoms, the equipment for preparing grass meal 

has stood idle for many years, and here and there it has not been installed 
at all. 


As we see, comrades, we are faced with carrying out a very large program to 
improve affairs in the production of fodder, There is no doubt that these 
steps will be linked with a large complex of organizational and technical 
measures, One can in no way lose sight of the system of moral and material 
incentive factors in this complex. 


Pxeecllently organized fodder production will not give the desired effect 
if the preparation of the fodder for feeding the animals is not organized 
in just as exemplary a way. Therefore, we are attaching important signi- 
ficance to the construction of fodder mills and fodder cook-houses on all 
livestock farms. Quite a bit has been done in this direction. However, 
only 169 of the 210 fodder mills which have been put into operation are 
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normally working. The construction of many fodder mills is being wrecked 
and previously commissioned fodder mills are frequently idle, We must 
without fail see to the complete refining of coarse and enriched fodder on 
all the republic's kolkhow and state farms, 


A large reserve for improving the fodder base is the rational use of wastes 
from the food and the meat and dairy industries and public eating establish- 
ments, This task is practically in a state of neglect with us. Gosplan 

must solve this question, which is an important one for our republic, once 
and for all and in a complex way. In order to create a solid fodder base, 

we must also use the capabilities of the chemical and microbiological 
industries, There exists every condition for doing this; however -- strange 


as it may seem -- such valuable additions as urea, lysin, fodder yeans, 
premixes, enzymes, chlorella, and others, are used extremely poorly. 


The role of the mixed feed industry in raising the productivity of animal 
husbandry is important. Based on the production volumes of livestock 
products and in accordance with the fodder balance, the need for concentra- 
ted fodder is increasing from year to year. In order to satisfy it, the 
llth Five-Year Plan provides for expanding the Yerevanskiy, Sevanskiy, and 
Spitakskly mixed feed plants and constructing a new plant in the Kafanskiy 
Rayon with an additional production volume of more than one million tons 


The Ministry of Procurement must in a very short time ensure a radical 
improvement in the work of enterprises in the mixed feed industry, take 
decisive measures to eliminate deficiencies and organize the production of 
high quality fodder in the necessary variety. 


One of the important tasks facing all livestock workers continues to be the 
rational use of fodder. In other words, each feed unit, if it is possible 
to express it this way, must work with the greatest efficiency. Meanwhile, 
during the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, for example, the republic's 
kolkhoz and sovkhoz spent 1.6 feed units on the production of one kilogram 
of milk when the norm is 1,3-1.4, and exceeded the norm for one kilogram 

of weight gain in beef and pork by 60 - 70 percent. 


The primary party organizations, directors, and specialists of the farms 
must be especially P©eoccuppied with questions on introducing progressive 
fodder preparation methods, making economic and rational use of feed and 
increasing the production of livestock products with minimal expenditures 
of feed, The republic's scientific research institutes must also devote 
themselves in real earnest to these questions, 


Inconsistency is appearing in such an important question as the organiza- 
tion of rayon laboratories for controlling the quality of the feed. This 
actually leads to a lowering of the feed production workers' responsibility 
for preserving the nutrition, and improving the quality of, the feed. 
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These questions must be solved without delay and it is time to proceed 
from words to deeds, 


Our main task within the next few years is to direct the efforts of rayon 
party committees, primary party organizations, farm directors and specialists, 
and each village communist and worker to bring--within the next few years-- 
the production of hay to 800,000 tons, of silage -- to about one million tons, 
of haylage-- to 600,000 tons, of straw -- to 250,000 tons, of fodder root 
crops ~- to 30,000 - 400,000 tons, of grass meal -- to 25,000 tons, and of 
mixed feed to 1,2 million tons, 


Under the conditions of further intensifying animal husbandry and shifting 
it to an industrial base, the speaker says, pedigree work and the speeding 
up of herd reproduction are acquiring important significance along with the 
creation of a solid fodder base. However, the overall level of selection 
and pedigree work in the republic still does not answer the tasks of incorp- 
orating the accomplishments of scientific and technical progress into 

animal husbandry and increasing the production and purchase of livestock 
products, The work of the Ministry of Agriculture, its organs on the spot 
and scientific research establishments in improving the pedigree and 
productive qualities of cattle and poultry is still unsatisfactory. Many 
rayispolkoms, rayon links in agricultural organs, kolkhoz, and sovkhoz are 
not conducting planned purposeful work to improve the public herd by replen- 
ishing it with highly productive and pure strain animals. It is unpardon- 
able that party raykoms are not controlling this task as it should be, 


It is necessary to display an extremely careful attitude toward the existing 
scanty purebred resources, At the same time, a large part of the purebred 
younger female animals in the leading livestock raising rayons are being 
given over to slaughter -- and this with the rearing of poorly productive 
meat and, at times, non-purebred local cattle on marketable produce farms 

in the majority of the republic's rayons. 


The increase in the effectiveness of selection and pedigree work is being 
seriously held back because of the lag in the fodder base, the weakness of 
the material and technical base of pedigree farms and the absence on them 
of the necessary attention toward improving earlier created strains and the 
turning out of new highly productive and hybrid strains of cattle and poul- 
try. Let us cite several examples as a witness to what has been said. 


The large-horned cattle farm of the Semenovskiy Sovkhoz in Sevanskiy Rayon 
Was a purebred one; the average milk yield of the cows there was 3,45 
kilograms, Several years passed and the farm, “in developing" was finally 
transformed into an ordinary marketable produce one with a milk yield of 
2,140 kilograms. The same thing happened to the sheep farm of the 
Tokhludzhinskiy Sovkhoz in Krasnosel'skiy Rayon. 


One more example of regressive development. The Loriyskiy Purebred Plant 
is the breeding ground for purebred animal husbandry in the republic, Its 
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name is quite deservedly famous throughout the country, Average milk ylelds 
here reached 3,6000 - 3,650 kilograms with a milk fat content of 3.6 - 3.7 
percent 20 - 25 years ago. AS a result of "improving" the cow strain, milk 
yields here have now been lowered to 3,146 kilograns. 


And all this was not without the participation of a scientific research 
institute of animal husbandry and vet erinary medicine, 


And all this occurred in front of the eyes of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and its organs on the spot and with the connivance of party raykoms, 


The question of the pu  eured division of cattle into rayons is being solved 
by us extremely slowly. AS a result, the composition of the herds on mark- 
etable produce farms consists of representatives of almost all strains of 
large-horned cattle, sheep and pigs. With such a mixed character it is 
hardly possible to conduct purposeful pedigree work and to engage essential- 
ly in improving the purebred and productivity qualities of this or that 
strain of cattle. 


Large pig raising complexes are operating in the republic and the uterine 
population is being replenished each year by delivery from other regions 
of the country. The question arises: When will the Talinskiy complex for 
herd reproduction be operational, when will an end be put to the psychology 
of "begging" and seeking female pigs outside the republic? 


Based on the conditions in our republic, it is necessary to accurately 
determine the strains of cattle kept for breeding, the required level of 
productivity, the periods for performing the work, and the specific ones 

to carry it out; to provide logistics support for this work; and to raise 
the workers’ sense of responsibility for this task. In order to improve 
the organization of all the selection and pedigree work in animal husbandry, 
the republic's Council of Ministers must speed up the solution to the 
question of creating a scientific production association for pedigree work 
and place on it the scientific and methodological leadership of pedigree 
work, 


Comrade K. S. Demirchyan also talks about the serious shortcomings in the 
organization of public herd reproduction. He points out that during the 
four years of the 10th Five-Year Plan the republic's kolkhoz and sovkhoz 
have never fulfilled the plan for increasing the cow population. The farms 
of the Artinskiy, Martyninskiy, Masisskiy, Oktemberyanskiy, Talinskiy, 
Shaumyanskiy, and several other rayons every year disrupt the performance 
of the cow population plan. 


In a number of rayon the number of non-calving young cows each year reaches 
8-10 percent of the number of cows at a time when it is 22-25 percent on 
many of the country's progressive farms. This provides an opportunity to 
intensely renew the herd and ensure the necessary weight gain in the live- 
stock. The number of non-calving young cows introduced into a group of 


cows each year, actually lags behind the number of cows rejected as 
defective. 
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During the last ten years, the proportion of cows in the herd has remained 
unchanged and has not exceeded 32-33 percent in the republic, and on a 
number of farms in individual rayons it is even lower, And this with the 
avallability of every opportunity on the farms to increase the number of 
Cows, 


Having pointed out in specific examples from the practices of rayons how 
ineffective cattle population resources are being used, the speaker emphas- 
ized that the responsibility for this lies in the agricultural organs and 
the party and soviet organizations on the spot. 


In order to achieve the necessary production growth in livestock products, 
the number of cows must be brought to 205,000-210,000 head and their pro- 
portion in the public herd must be increased to 40-45 percent, and in sub- 
urban areas -- to 3 - 60 percent; a minimum of 20-25 head of young cows 
must be transferred each year for each 100 cows and in milk complexes -- 
V - 35 head. In sheep-raising, it is necessary to speed up the creation 
of specialized farms and large farms and bring the uterine population 
propor tion to 65-70 percent. 


As was pointed out above the primary task for our republic in the field 

of animal husbandry is the maximum possible increase in the production and 
purchasing of meat and milk. In attaching important significance to the 
question of sharply increasing meat production, the Armenian Communist Party 
Central Committee has assigned a specific task during its recent plenums-- 
to organize high speed fattening of cattle on all the republic's farms. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, its organs on the spot, and the republic's 
kolkhoz and state farms have achieved notable successes in carrying out this 
task. During last year alone, 53,700 head of young large-horned cattle 
with an average weight of more than 300 kilograms were sold to the state. 

Of the entire number of large-horned cattle sold to the state, cattle of 
high and average fatness were 95 percent and of the number of young animals 
-~ 98 percent. In the overall number of sheep sold to the state, animals 
with an average and high fatness were 96 percent, 


However, not all rayons and farms are carrying out the demands of the 
Armenian Communist Party Central Committee about ensuring more complete 

use of reserves and opportunities for meat production and purchases, How 
else explain the fact that only 60 percent of the young large-horned cattle, 
sold to the state by the republic's farms, were fattened using the high 
speed method? Basically, a significant part of the young cattle are being 
turned over for meat without high speed fattening, with low weight and 
fatness. 


The plenum of the Armenian Communist Party Central Committee must demand 
that the Ministry of Agriculture, party raykoms, rayispolkoms, and farm 
directors organize the high speed fattening of large-horned cattle every- 
where, 
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In increasing meat production and purchases, the high speed development of 
pig and poultry raising has no less important significance, During recent 
years definite work has been conducted in the republic to introduce advanc- 
ed technologies into the production of pork and poultry. However, the 
reserves for increasing meat production and purchases on state complexes 
are not being used enough. Specific work is not being conducted to fully 
use production capabilities, rationally expend fodder, and correctly use 
the equipment for breeding animals. The fact that the farms of Armzhivprom 
and Armptitseprom have wrecked the performance of meat production plans 
during every year of the 10th Five-Year Plan, is explained by this. During 
1979 alone, pork complexes and poultry factories gave 2,550 tons of pork 
and 2,777 tons of poultry less to the state. Yet the state had made enor- 
mous capital investments in the development of these branches. 


The Ministry of Agriculture, the State Committee for Sel'khoztekhnika, 

the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources, the Ministry of Rural 
Construction, the Ministry of Procurement, the Glavarmvodstroy, and the 
appropriate raykoms and rayispolkoms must develop specific measures to 
ensure the timely carrying out of the decree which was adopted recently 

by the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers, "On Further Measures for the 
Complex Solution of Questions Connected With the Construction and Complete 
Mastery of the Capabilities of the Republic's Animal Husbandry Complexes." 


Agricultural organs are displaying an irresponsible and indifferent attitude 
toward organizing an effective struggle against the barrenness and sterility 
of animals. As a result, kolkhoz and sovkhoz receive tens of thousands of 
calves, lambs, and suckling pigs less. This means that thousands of tons 
less meat are being turned over, 


This is basically the result of unsatisfactory work by the large nunber of 
livestock specialists, veterinary doctors, and the appropriate scie: tific 
workers in the republic. 


There are still average indicators for the republic. On many farms and 
in many rayons the situation is even worse, Thus, in 1979 the barrenness 
of cows on the kolkhoz and state farms of the Stepanavanskiy, Spitaskskiy, 
Aragats kiy, and Amasiyskiy rayons was 53-4) percent. Comrade K. S. 
Demirchyan addressed sharp criticism towards the leaders of the mentioned 
rayons. 


On many progressive farms in the republic, 100 or more calves are obtained 
per 100 cows. There are quite a few of these examples. The kolkhoz and 
state farms of the Ashtarakskiy, Gorisskiy and Sisianskiy rayons have 

even managed to obtain 60-74 lambs per 100 female sheep. In 1979, the 
farms of the Gorisskiy Rayon obtained 3.6 suckling pigs from each female 
pig, those of the Spitakskiy -- 6, those of Sisianskiy -- 5.5, those of 
Stepanavanskiy -- 8, those of Masisskiy -- 8.4, and those of Kafanskiy-- 
8.6. And this where progressive farms receive 20-22 suckling pigs from 
each female pig. 
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Thies clearly means bad management, Additional resources, structures, and 
feed are not required to reduce the barrenness of the uterine population 
to a minimua, It ia only necessary to have a high leve) of organization, 
responsibility, discipline, competency, and the use of an effective moral 
and material incentive system for workers, It is appropriate here to 
address oritical words toward the leaders of the Council) of Miniatere and 
Central Committee workers who do not go further than a statement of the 
facts aod who do not take steps to correct the situation, 


Decreasing the intraorganigational expenditure of cattle and poultry is 
also a large reserve for increasing state meat resources, In many places 
a laree face of cattle with bw weight, especially of young animals, is 
etill belng permitted for intraorganizational needs. 


Why are we attaching such important significance to this question? It is 
because on some farme they are hiding cattle losses and cases of squander- 
ing cattle under the appearance of sales for intraorganizational needs, 
and are permitting various types of registrations. The people's controll- 
ere and administrative organs must intensify their work in these matters. 


When speaking about increasing milk production and using existing reserves, 
comrade K,. 5S. Demirchyan directs the attention of party, soviet and 
agricultural organs to the need for radical improvement in the work of 
those farms which receive 90-800 kilograms less milk than the average 
indicator for the republic. We still have many farms like this. The 
leaders and party organizations of the lagging farms, he continues, have 
gotten used to this low level of management and the party raykoms are 
satisfied with average indicators for the rayon. They do not give a 
highly principled party evaluation to the state of affairs on each farm 
and do not hold the negligent managers answerable. 


Quite a bit has been done in the republic during the years of the 10th 
Five-Year Plan with respect to the specialization and concentretion of 
agricultural production based on intraorganizational cooperatiun. 


Along with large state livestock breeding complexes and poultry plants, 

% intraorganizational enterprises and cooperatives are operating at the 
present time in the republic. This is twice as many as in 1975. Intra- 
organizational enterprises embrace almost all branches of animal husbandry. 


At the same time, there are still considerable deficiencies and unsolved 
problems ir the organization of agricultural production on an intraorganiza- 
tional fowmlation, The process of creating these enterprises is still 
proceeding at a slow rate. ‘ot a single animal husbandry enterprise has 
neen created in 14 republic rayon, 


A serious reason, Which is hindering the normal functioning of aniaml 
husbandry intraorganizational enterprises, is the insufficient fodder base. 
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The necessary attention is not being devoted to strengthening the material 
and technical base of the farms; many structures are belng reconstructed 
slowly and are not belng modified for the introduction of modern technology 
and mechanization systens, 


Complete use of the capabllities of the private plots of the kolkhoz 
members, sovkhog workers and employees, to which the directing organs 
attach important significance, is needed for the task of replenishing food 
resources, Besides economic importance this question has large social 
significance, It is a branch where it is possible to successfully use the 
work of pensioners and other people living in the village who are disabled. 
Meanwhile, the leaders of individual rayons and farms wink at this question. 
How otherwise is it possible to explain the fact that for dozens of years 
the productivity of the animals in this sector has remained very low? 
‘elther soviet nor economic organs have devoted themselves seriously to 
this problem, We cannot also reconcile ourselves to the fact that the 
majority of the rural population's private plots do not contain any cows, 
sheep or pigs at all. All this leads to the fact a large part of the rural 
population has ceased to be producers of livestock products but is becoming 
their consumer. This has a considerable effect on satisfying the needs 

of the urban population for meat and dairy products. 


Sosplan; the Ministries of Agriculture, Procurement, and the Meat and Dairy 
Industry; the Aikoop board; and rayispolkoms must develop and submit for 
the review of the republic's Council of Ministers proposals on this quest- 
ior. We must also pay strict attention to questions on the organization 
and normal functioning of subsidiary farms for the production of enter- 
prise, establishment, and organization livestock products and take steps to 
use the large opportunities existing here, 


All the projected measures for the further development of animal husbandry 
will not give the desired effect without an appropriate veterinary-medical 
service. One of the basic deficiencies in the work of the veterinary ser- 
vice is the fact that the republic today still has no complete system to 
combat brucellosis. It is necessary to say right away that this illness 
has led to a critical situation in milk cattle breeding in many of the 
republic's rayons, 


There are serious deficiencies in the veterinary service of poultry and 
pig breeding, especially on state complexes. Our veterinary service is 
not displaying persistence and high principles in combatting animal 
diseases, 


The Armenian Communist Party Central Committee is paying special attention 
to expanding and increasing the quality of rural construction as a very 
important link in improving the agricultural material and technical base, 


ve nevertheless still have many deficiencies and omissions in rural construc- 
tion. The fact is that the resources allotted for this purpose are not 
being fully assimilated and their scattering is being permitted. As a 
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result, the times for commissioning a large number of installations are 
being disrupted, and the volume of uncompleted construction is increasing. 
This inflicts considerable harm on anima) husbandry development. We have 
said more than once and we repeat once again today. It ia intolerable 
that the Ministry of Rural Construction, which was especially organized 
for the construction of agricultural projects, every year regularly wrecks 
the plan for commissioning agricultural projects while overfulfilling the 
plans for contract work in general -- and this under conditions where the 
ministry is enjoying all the logistic support advantages estab) \shed by 
directing organs especially for agricultural construction projects, 


On the other hand, the Ministry of Agriculture, ite design institute,rayon 
organization, kolkhoz, and state farms are continuing to perform the duties 
of a customer poorly: they are not providing the builders with design 
estimate documentation and developed sections under a building in a timely 
fashion, they are stretching out the outfitting of construction projects, 
they are violating the times for delivering technological and other equip- 
ment. 


The State Committee for Sel*khoztekhnika, the Main Administration for 
Installation and Special Construction Projects, and other republic organiza- 
tions which regularly stretch out the accomplishment of comparatively small 
mrojects and installation operations, are also devoting insufficient atten- 
tion to rural construction. Many leaders of rayon party, soviet and 
agricultural organs are working poorly on the questions of rural construc- 
tion, It is necessary to improve the construction of animal husbandry 
projects in a radical way and to assimilate completdy and effectively the 
capital investments allotted for these purposes, 


Gosstroy, Cosplan, the Ministry of Agriculture, and the construction 
ministries must within a very short time develop and carry out measures 
which would ensure the erection of projects in short periods and with the 
least expenditures, When designing and constructing animal husbandry 
structures it is necessary to consider both the natural and climatic pecu- 
liarities of the rayon and the prospects for the further development of 
animal husbandry. 


Within the system of measures for speeding up the production growth of 
animal husbandry products, the mechanization of the production processes 
has primary importance. Quite a bit has been done recently to technically 
equip animal husbandry farms and complexes, At the same time, the task of 
raising the level of technical equipping further, mechanizing labor- 
intensive processes, and strengthening the demands on improving the use 

of all farm equipment is being raised. 


However, because of the irresponsible attitude of rayon agricultural organ 
leaders and kolkhoz and state farm leaders, the equipment installed on 
many farme is idle. For example, on the farms of the republic's kolkhoz 
and state farms installed milling equipment for 26,000 cows is not 
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operating and feed dispensers for 40,000 head of cattle and a large number 
of feed processing machines and other equipment are not functioning. Appar- 
ently, many of our economic leadere do not understand that all this raises 
the price of livestock products, inflicts great harm on the economy of the 
farms, and contributes to personnel instability. It is time to end all 
this, 


Goeplan, the Ministry of Agriculture, the State Committee for Sel'khoz- 
tekhnika, and the raylepolkoms must develop combined five-year plans to 
mechanize work processes in animal husbandry -- on kolkhoz and state farms. 


The State Committee for Sel'khoztekhnika and the "Armsel'khozmekhanizat- 
siya" Sclentific Research Institute must adopt concrete measures to ensure 
a further improvement in the machinery and equipment system of livestock 
breeding farms and an increase in their productivity. 


It is necessary to strengthen the veterinary service on kolkhoz and sovkhoz, 
livestock breeding complexes, and poultry plants with qualified specialists 
having created normal production and living conditions for them; and also 
supply veterinary service establishments with the necessary material and 
technical systems. 


Along with increasing the production volume of animal husbandry products, 
the quality of produced items has great importance. Comrade K, S. Demirch- 
yan says that it is necessary to emphasize that quite a bit has been done 
in this area in the republic during recent years, However, it is necessary 
to point out that the necessary attention is not being paid to this import- 
ant task on many kolkhoz and sovkhoz. For several years the average fat 
content of the milk sold to the state has not exceeded 3,5 - 3.6 percent, 
The quality of wool sold to the state is also low, 


As a result of the low exactingness of the Ministries of the Meat and Dairy 
Industry, Procurement, and Agriculture, individual purchasing enterprises, 
Kolkhog and State farms often violate prescribed standards and the procedure 
for determining the quality of milk and the standard of accepted cattle; 
individual meat and dairy industry enterprises are turning out milk and 
meat products which deviate from established standards, 


It is time for the Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry, the Ministry 
of Agriculture and the Ministry of Procurement to move from general words 
to action, solve the question of accepting products directly on kolkhoz 
and state farms and their hauling away, and improve the material and tech- 
nical base of procurement organizations. 


When emphasizing the importance of developing animal husbandry further, 
speeding it up in every possible way, the effectiveness of scientific 
research, the practical use of the achievements of scientific and technical 
progress, the speaker says that the development of zootechnical and veter- 
inary sciences still does not answer the growing requireme:.ts for the 
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accelerated development of animal husbandry and for raising its effective- 
ness. The work of injecting new responsive requirements for the in tenaive 
production of feed crops, especially those with a high protein content, 

and meadow-pasture grasses 1s lagging behind, The problems of shifting 
animal husbandry to an industrial base and raising its productivity are 
being solved extremely slowly. There are also deficiencies in planning 

and coordinating scientific research work. This leads to its unnecessary 
duplication, the scattering of the forces and resources of scientific eat- 
ablishments, and the stretching out of the periods for solving vroblens, 
Individual wientific establishments, which have been called upen to ensure 
direct ties with agricultural production, are not providing the necessary 
help to kolkhoz, state farms and other agricultural enterprises to raise 
the effectiveness of their work, Really do the cases of extremely slow 
improvement in large-horned cattle, sheep and pig breeds, especially in 
connection with the putting of large specialized animal husbandry complexes 
and farms into operation, not speak about the lag in the zootechnical and 
veterinary sclences? Or does the poor veterinary medical condition of the 
majority of farms on kolkhoz and state farms not testify to this? A 
subject of special concern is the fact that there is in the republic no 
effective system for incorporating the achievements of science into produc- 
tion. Moreover, the achievements of science and progressive experience 
have not even found application on test production, experimental and train- 
ing farms, 


Gosplan, the Academy of Sciences, the Ministry of Agriculture, the Ministry 
of Land Reclamation and Water Resources, and the State Committee for Sel'- 
koztekhnika must take decisive steps to increase the responsibility of 
branch agricultural scientific research establishments and VUZ for speeding 
up scientific and technical progress in kolkhoz and sovkhoz production, 
develop a clear-cut system for the fanned introduction o f scientific 
achievements and progressive experience into agricultural production, pay 
special attention to questions on organizing research projects and their 
effective coordination, concentrate scientific forces and resources on the 
development of special purpose programs for the development of agricultural 
production and its intensification -- programs which embrace the totality 
of technical, technological, economic, organizational, and social questions. 


Successes in agriculture are predetermined a lot by working with specialist 
cadres and by displaying concern for increasing their role in the develop- 
ment of kolkhoz and sovkhoz production. 


The January and July (1975) plenums of the Armenian Communist Party Central 
Committee assigned the following task to the leaders and party organizations 
of agricultural enterprises -- to improve the work of the most important 
kolkhoz and sovkhoz production sectors, especially that of sections, brigades, 
farms and other subunits in the middle production link; and strencthen 

them with specialist personnel. However,drastic measures to create the nec- 
essary conditions for transferring specialists to work as leaders of pro- 
duction subunits and for the moral and material stimulation of their work, 

are not being adopted everywhere. 
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But this is very necessary because 50 percent of the overall number of live- 
stock breeding farm managers are practical workers who do not have any 
special agricultural education, 


In Sevanakiy Rayon, practical workers are §5 percent of the farm managers, 
in Arapat Okiy--72, in Spitakekiy -- 77, Un Gugariskiy -- 70, in Kalinin- 
akiy -- 64, in Talinskly-- 46, in Stepanavanskiy--51, and in Amasisyskiy--~- 
71. The task of the appropriate organs is to adopt effective measures to 
improve the kolkhog and state farm specialists on the spot, display const- 
ant concern for the improvement of their housing, cultural and living condi- 
tions, improve the system of training personnel for animal husbandry and 

for training and retraining personnel in the mass professions to make active 
use of the capabilities of agricultural institutes, improve the work of 
schools and courses for economic training and of raising qualifications, 

and considerably speed up the study and dissemination of progressive exper- 
lence, 


One becomes aware of shortages of shepherds, herdsmen and milkmaids on the 
republic's farms, few workers are being readied for industrial animal hus- 
bandry. It is necessary to talk again about a vicious trend which has been 
noted on our kolkhog and state farms. We are talking about the socalled 
“invitations” from neighboring rayons and frequently from republics for 
workers in the categories mentioned, It bolls down to the fact that every 
third shepherd, herdsman and milkmaid in the republic is an invited individ- 
ual, a temporary worker, 


The speaker emphasizes the importance of sponsorship work in the task of 
raising animal husbandry in general. 


He says that we must put this important task on a solid and serious basis 
and see to it that each enterprise, each organization, and construction 
project -- in so far as it is capable--participates in the development of 
agriculture, in particular -- animal husbandry. 


The new stage in the struggle for a further rise in animal husbandry re- 
quires a higher level of party leadership and more improved methods of 
organizational and political work, The carrying out of the outlined pro- 
gram for intensifying the republic's animal husbandry -- this is work for 
the future which must be carried out in a planned, consistent and thought- 
ful way. The rural raykoms of the party must be genuine headquarters in 
the struggle to raise animal husbandry to a qualitatively new level, they 
must skilfully direct and coordinate the activity of all state, public and 
agricultural organizations in the village, subordinating the work to a 
Single goal. The successes in the development of the republic's animal 
husbandry during recent years have depended a lot on the fact that the 
rayon party committees have been continuously improving party, organiza- 
tional and political work in the village. 


In this connection the speaker singles out the positive work of Razdanskiy, 
Akhuryanskiy, “chmiadzinskiy, Nairiyskiy, Krasnosel'skiy, Sisianskiy, 








ipltakekiy, Gukasyanskiy, Artashatekiy, and several other party raykoms 
which have begun to devote themselves more deeply and purposefully to the 
questions of carrying out the tasks outlined by the party for the develop- 
ment of animal husbandry and for a further rise in agriculture, 


The majority of party organizations are devoting the necessary attention 
to improving the controlling and checking of the carrying out of party 
decisions and to strengthening the organizational work to carry them out, 
At the same time, the work level of many party rural raykoms in directing 
the rural economy still does not completely answer modern requirements, 
Par from all party raykoms devote themselves to animal husbandry develop- 
ment questions in the required manner and do not delve into the substance 
of the economic indicators, 


Today during the plenum, we must say right out that the Azizbekovskly, 
Tumanyanekiy, Martuninskiy, Aparanskiy, Gorisskiy, Amasiyskiy party rayon 
committees are still not at the required level, do not exercise leadership 
of animal husbandry with sufficient quality, and do not support their own 
decisions with active organizational work, The number of communists work- 
ing on the farms of the kolkhoz and state farms in the mentioned rayons, 


ls insignificant, 


Ouring the January (1975) and July (1978) plenums of the Armenian Communist 
Party Central Committee, the question of improving the discipline and 
increasing the responsibility of personnel for the state of affairs was 
raised with all sharpness. It is necessary to also talk about this today. 
This is one of the most important conditions for a further rise in animal 
husbandry. Unfortunately, in a number of rayons party organisations are 
not paying the necessary attention to questions about increasing the res- 
ponsibility of personnel for the condition of animal husbandry, instilling 
a sense of implacability toward deficiencies, and improving state and plan- 
ning discipline in every way possible. The fact that the plans for selling 
livestock products to the state are regularly not fulfilled by many farms 
in Amasiyskiy, Kafanskiy, Mergrinskiy, Yekhegnadzorskiy, Talinskiy, 
Gugarkskty, and several other rayons, is explained a lot by this. 


It is necessary to maintain a truly party and creative style, which is 
incompatible with self-insurance and the desire to shift responsibility to 
others, in work; instil in personnel the psychology of a critical attitude 
toward work results; and improve organization, procedures, discipline, 
efficiency, and responsibility in all work links by well coordinated organ- 
izational and political work, 


The Armenian Communist Party Central Committee must demand from party, 
soviet and agricuitural organs and from the primary party organizations 
and leaders of farms a guarantee of not only the carrying out but also a 
considerable overfulfilment by each kolkhoz, sovkhoz, farm and brigade 

of the plans approved for 1980. Primary party, trade union and Komsomol 
organizations must raise even higher the role and importance of socialist 








competition, and resolutely get rid of relapses into formalism in this 
important task. Soviet, trade union and Komsomol organizations and people's 
control organs have been called upon to play a large role in the implementa- 
tion of the combined program for a further rise in animal husbandry, This 
requires improving ideological and indoctrinationa) work in every possible 
way. The republic and local press, television and radio must publicize 
progressive experience in animal husbandry widely, support creative 
initiatives actively, and criticize deficiencies sharply, 


Concerning work results in the first quarter of the five-year plan's final 
year, comrade K, 5S, Demirchyan poses the following task for rural, party, 
Soviet, trade union, and Komsomol organizations -- to make work among 
field and farm workers more active, to mobilize their forces for the 
successful completion of the cattle's wintering and for the carrying out 
of the spring field work in an organized way and in a short time so that 
the foundations for a high harvest in 1980 will be laid, 


As comrade L, I, brezhnev pointed out during the November (1979) Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee, 1980 is not only the final year of the pre- 
sent five-year plan, ‘t is also the base on which the next five-year plan 
will be built. It is also a year of active reparations for the 26th party 
congress. It is from ti ese positionsthat it is necessary to approach the 
evaluation of the work done and the tasks for 1980.

The fourth year of the five-year plan was noted for its new labor achieve- 
ments. The year passed under the banner of carrying out tasks set before 
the republic party organization by the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee 
of 5 Jun 79 "Report of the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central Committee 
Concerning the Work on Carrying Out the Resolutions of the 25th CPSU Con- 
gress."

A 
thousand agricultural workers who had distinguished themselves according to 
the results of last year were given high state awards. 


For the intensive work and for the high achievements in the all-union 
socialist competition in 1979, the CPSU Central Committee, USSR Council of 
Ministers, the All-Union Central Council of Trade-Unions and the Central 
Committee of the Komsomol admitted the victory of the Tashauzskaya Oblast, 
the city of Chardzhou, Gyaurskiy, the Oktyabr'skiy and Khalachskiy rayons, 
as well as the collectives of 22 enterprises, organizations, kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes and awarded them with the Red Banner. The Maryyskaya Oblast, the 
city of Mara, six rayons and 48 labor collectives were victorious in the 
republic socialist competition. 


Having broadly expanded the socialist competition in honor of the 110th 
anniversary of the birthday of V. I. Lenin, the workers of Turkmenistan 
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are full of determination to make 1980 a year of intense Leninist work, 
This is attested to by the achievement made in the firet quarter of the 
current year. The plan for the volume of products sold has been carried 
out by the industry of the republic by 102 percent and 15 million rubles 
above the plan have been realized, The rate of the growth of the volume of 
production in comparison with the same period last year was 103.7 percent, 
The task on the growth in the productivity of labor has been carried out, 
The plan for housing construction was carried out. 


In a word, comrades, good results have been achieved and a good start has 
been made which will allow us to hope that the planned tasks for 1980 will 
be successfully carried out. However, in approaching the results of the 
work in a party-like and strict fashion, from the point of view of the 
requirements of the November (1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee 
and the decree of the CPSU Central Committee for 5 Jun 79, we must say that 
we were not able to completely guarantee the fact that the many-planned 
tasks which were presented by the 25th CPSU Congress be secured in a com- 
prehensive fashion as well as in one which looks to the future, as is 
required. 


In the republic on the whole they allowed delays in carrying out tasks for 
the five-year plan in a number of important indicators. The failure to 
carry out tasks of the five-year plan was the consequence of unsatisfactory 
work in a number of branches of the republic's industry and, primarily, of 
the oil drilling and oil refining branches. The enterprises of the indi- 
cated branches have already now allowed lags to occur for the tasks of the 
five-year plan in the volume of gross production equalling a sum of over 
324 million rubles. In the food branch of the republic it is 21 million 
rubles and in the industry of construction materials it is eight million 
rubles. They are not carrying out five-year plan tasks for increase in the 
productivity of labor. At many enterprises the production capabilities are 
not fully used, the equipment shift index is low, and the monetary return 
is noticeably growing smaller. 


Lags have not been overcome in one of the most important branches of the 
national economy--capital construction. Due to the fact that new resources 
were not put into production on time during the current five-year plan, 
there will be a shortage of output totalling tens of millions of rubles. 


The existing resources and opportunities in agriculture are far from fully 
used, The harvest of fine-fibered types of cotton is increasing slowly, and 
on many farms the productivity of general animal husbandry is still low. 
Last year 27 percent of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes did not carry out the 
plan for production and sale of raw cotton to the state. Many problems and 
unsolved issues also exist in other branches of the republic's national 
economy . 


All of these and other shortages we analyzed in detail at the 17th and 20th 
plenum of the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central Committee, indicated and 
are carrying out definite multi-planned measures di-ected at improving all 
of our work, the successful completion of plans for 1980 and the 10th Five-- 
Year Plan as a whole, and the creation of a firm economic foundation for the 
11th Five-Year Plan. 
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Comrades! The issue concerning the status and measures taken for improving 
the use of labor resources and for training personnel in popular profes- 
sions for branches of the national economy which were presented for discus- 
sion at the present Plenum of the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central 
Committee was not done by chance, 


In making concrete the principle positions of the fundamental and long-term 
goals of the party along with the necessity for the further improvement in 
the management of the economy, raising the efficiency of production and the 
quality of work by way of a decisive link in realizing these tasks, the 25th 
CPSU Congress also defined the necessity for a rational utilization of labor 
resources. To a great extent the rate of development of the socialist pro- 
duction and the improvement in the standard of life depend upon how com- 
pletely and efficiently labor resources are used. 


In the area of improving the efficiency of utilizing labor resources the 
17th Plenum of the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central Committee concen- 
trated the attention of party, soviet, economic and social bodies of the 
republic for resolving important issues: 


on the basis of a comprehensive improvement in the productivity of 
labor achieve a fundamental improvement in the utilization of the presently 
operating labor resources in the national economy; 


satisfying the needs of the economy for qualified personnel in popular 
professions; 


ensure complete employment among those who are capable of working. 


As a result of the work conducted by the republic party organization and by 
economic bodies in the rational utilization of work time, strengthening 
labor and production discipline, mechanization and automation of production 
processes, the productivity of labor in industry compared with 1970 
increased by a factor of 1.4 and in construction--by a factor of 1.3. 


Party, soviet, economic and social organizations in the city of Chardzhou 
achieved favorable results in this area. The city committee of the party, 
primary party organizations are conducting insistent and purposeful work in 
improving the efficiency of public production, implementing advanced experi- 
ence, strengthening labor discipline, and rational utilization of labor 
resources. 


A great deal of attention is devoted towards using all means of social 
influence upen workers who do not carry cul "he work output norms, and who 
break labor and technological disci» ine. This also has concrete results. 
The industry of the city completed the plan ahead of schedule for the four 
years of the five-year plan, 3 Dec 79, an¢ realized 30 million rubles of 
products in excess of the plan. The tasx for carrying out an increase in 
the productivity of labor was completed. 
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For the second year the city of Chardzhou is victorious in the All-Union 
Socialist Competition and is being awarded the Challenge Red Banner of the 
CC CPSU, USSR Council of Ministers, the All-Union Central Council of Trade-- 
Unions and Komsomol Central Committee. 


There is much tc be learned in the activity of the Takhtinskiy Rayon party 
committee (First Secretary Comrade Atayev T.). The rayon committee devotes 
a great deal of attention to improving the fighting spirit of party organi- 
zations, the distribution of commnists at decisive sectors of work, the 
efficient utilization of labor resources in the rayon. At the myon 
committee bureau questions concerning improving socialist competition and 
the organization of labor, the preparation and strengthening of mechanized 
cadre, improving the qualitative composition of kolkhoz production leaders 
are regularly examined. The rayon has been fully supplied with the neces- 
sary personnel and agricultural specialists. The rayon party organization 
achieved an increase in the production and public-political activity of 
women. Therefore, the concern for improving labor conditions, the clearly 
arranged work of preschool facilities, and the soc.al services promoted this. 
The work being carried out greatly helped the workers of Takhtinskiy Rayon 
to reach great levels in the development of all branches of agriculture, 
particularly in the production of raw cotton during the fourth year of the 
five-year plan. 


In the republic there are many other collectives which are insistently 
working on reducing idle time for equipment, strengthening labor discipline, 
reducing personnel turnover, and improving socialist competition. The 
experience of such collectives was generalized at the scientific-practical 
conference "Basic Trends of Improving the Utilization of Labor and Tasks for 
the Socialist Competition in the National Economy of the Turkmen SSR in View 
of the Requirements of the 25th CPSU Congress" and in the republic confer+ 
ence on issues of the further improvement in labor rate setting, which were 
conducted by the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central Committee and the 
TSSR Council of Ministers in February and April 1979. 


A certain favorable work which was carried out in the republic in this area 
promoted the improvement in labor conditions and a certain reduction in the 
loss of work time. In 1979 losses of work time in industry compared with 
1978 were reduced by 4 percent and the personnel turnover was lowered. 


Along with this we must note that the ministries and branches, oblast com- 
mittees, city committees, rayon committees of the party, and the executive 
committee of the soviet of people's deputies did not accept all of the 
exhaustive measures for the efficient utilization of labor resources, poorly 
handle these issues, do not make the necessary cemands upon the leaders of 
the enterprises, construction sites, kolkhozes and sovkhozes in having them 
supply highly productive labor. 


Despite the fact that annual plans for the increase in the productivity of 
labor were carried out, the tasks of the five-year plan for this most 
important indicator were not carried out. During the four years of the 10th 











Five-Year Plan the productivity of labor in industry compared with |7* 
five-year vlan was to inoreage by 7 percent, but in fact, it decreased by 
1,3 percent, In construction the increase was only @ percent compared with 
20 percent scoordtng to the plan. 


in the Minietry of Cotton-Cleaning Industry of the TSSK, of ¢4 enterprises, 
1 reduced thelr productivity of labor, in the Ministry of Industrial Con- 
struction Materfale--7 out of 14 did, in the Ministry of Light Industry-- 
6 out of 17 enterwrises did, Such enterprises exist in the ministries of 
food, meat and dairy production, construction, and the Olavkarskunstroy 
Admintatration,. 


The ainiletries of construction, agricultural constru.tion, leaod reclamation 
ami water ganagement reduced their productivity of labor in 1979 in com- 
parieor with the previour year 


The plen for the tivity of labor during the first quarter of 198 was 
owerfu. \Lled (102.2 percent) «md along with thie every third industrial 
enterprise and about 80 percent of the construction organisations did not 
carry out . ‘e Gndicator. Moreover, 97 industrial enterprises reduced the 
level of the productivity of labor ‘n comparison with the first quarter of 
1979 and for this reason they were short of preducing goods worth over 24 
million rubles. 


A decisive significance for ensuring the further grovth in the productivity 
of labor in all branches of tee national economy is the rational utilisation 
of work time and the strengthening of labor and production discipline. As 
we knov, « great deal of attention was given to this problem at the Nov 
(1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee tee, in the decree of the CPSU 
Central Committee, the SSR Council of Ministers and the All-l/nion Central 
Council of Trade Unions for 13 Dec 79 "On the Further Strengthening of Labor 
Discipline and Reducing Labor Turnover in the National Economy.” 


Despite the measures baken, the losses of work time in the national economy 
of the republic and labor turnover continue to be high. The turnover of 
personnel et enterprises of the Turkmengazprom Association, in the mini- 
etries of food, industry, construction, procurement, and Clavkarakumstroy is 


great. 


The losses of work time at industrial enterprises and in construction organ- 
izations of the Krasnovodekaya Oblast are quite significant. The losses of 
work time in 1979 in the oblast industry vere over 30,000 man-days which 
resulted ir the fact that four million rubles worth of products were not 
supplied. In construction over 12,000 man-days were lost. The loages of 
time at the Nebit-Dagekiy iodine plant, in the Turkmen-nef't' , A 
Association, the Krasnovodakiy Combine of construction materials and 


other enterprises were particularly great. 
There are many truante at the enterprises of the oblast. In 1979 over 


5,000 man-days of work time were lost just because of truants, which caused 
a deficiency ia output totalling 660,000 rubles. 
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The situation in the current year has not changed for the better, As a 
result of serious inadequacies in the first quarter of '980, the plan for 
the productivity of iabor on the whole for the republic was not carried out 
and even 4 reduction of |) percent was allowed in comparieon with the same 
period laet year, 


Moreover, in thet same Krasnovodekaya Oblast there are enterprises where aa 
& result of conducting an active struggie with the reasona for the losses in 
work time, good resuite have been achieved, Thus, at the Chelekenskly 
Plant of technioal carbon, the losees in work time were brought practically 
to 4 minimum, And thie wae not done by chance, At the plant there ie «a 
Council which worke on preventing infringement of the rules, they practice 
demonetration conferences of comradely triale inviting the public in the 
city. Truantepartially or fully are not given awards on the eum of the work 
for the year, they are given last priority in housing allotment and so on. 
The Krasnovodekayn Oblast party committee, in using the exieting positive 
experience, must realise effective measures in order to oorrect the situa- 


tion and ensure the implementation of the tasks for the increase in the 
productivity of labor. 


Serious shortoomings in the utilisation of work time aleo exist in the 


enterprises and organisations of the Tashausskayn Oblast and in the city of 
Ashkhabad. 


The analysic of the losses of work time indicates that over 50 percent of 
the non-productive losses vere due to the fact that permission from the 
administration had not arrived which by the very title attests to the fact 
that they allow more regular and additional leaves than thore estab- 
lished by labor laws. In 1979 losses in work time due to such leaves in 
the industry of the republic comprised tens of thousands of man-days. This 
ie real waste of work time which is allowed at the expense of the state b, 
many of our leaders. 


Particular generosity in granting leave without pay is shown by the leaders 
of enterprises and organisations of the Turkmenneftegazetroy Association, 
Ministry of Motor Transport and Highways, and the Ministry of Land Reclam- 
tion and Water Resources. Comrades, it is time to finish this. Government 
order should be established in allowing such leaves, for the right to 
infringe upon labor law is not given to anyone. 


A serious loss in production in caused by the loss of work time due to 
absenteeiam. In 1979 in the industry of the republic absences comprised 
25 percent of all non-production losses, and in construction it was 42 
percent. At the enterprises of the TSSR Ministry of Procurement, these 
losses exceed the average republic indicators three fold, for the Ministry 
of Industrial Construction Materials of the TSSR--by a factor of 2.5, and 
for the TSSR Minietry of Water Resources--by 4 factor of 2. 


There is a particularly large number of people absent at the Ashkhabadskiy 
Combine of construction materiale where in 1979 there vere 2,500 incidents 


of absences, at the Kazandzhikekiy )’lant of construction materials there

were over |,000, and at the Mhauskhanakiy cotton cleaning plant there were 
about 900, Apparently, leaders and party organisations of the indicated 
enterprises had become acoustomed with the facts of breaking labor disci- 
pline and did not give them the necesnary party evaluation, and did not 
opeate a ctrowmstance of intolerance for these anti-social phenomena. 


Along with improving the organisation of production and labor, it is 
necessary to improve the role of the collectives in strengthening labor dis- 
cipline, ae well as a strict adherence to the rules of internal order, to 
atrengthen their influence upon each worker, take measures of social and 
disciplinary action in those cases where the individual does not adhere to 
the operating labor rules, 


The CPSU Central Committee constantly underscores the fact that discipline 
and organisation, coordinated and efficient work are the most important 
factors for the growth of the productivity of labor, and the successful 
implementation of planned tasks. In the decree of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, the USSR Council of Ministers and the All-Union Central Council of 
Trade-Unions "On the Further Strengthening of Labor Discipline and Reduction 
of Personnel Turnover in the National "and in the analogous decree 
of the Turkmenistan Commnist Party Central ttee, the republic Council 
of Ministers, and the Turkmenistan Council of Trade-Unions which was 
approved in January 1980 they indicated concrete measures for strengthening 
labor discipline in production, the rational utilisation of the balance of 
work time, and a r.duction of turnover. Al) of this gives party 
and social organizations as as economic the opportunity to con- 
duct this work more effectively and 


One of the decisive conditions for further increasing the productivity of 
labor in all branches of the national economy is the intensive implementa- 
tion of scientific and technical achievements into production which is being 
carried out on a broad scale, and progressive forms and methods of 
organizing labor. However, this important resource for improving the effi- 
ciency of public production in the republic is not adequately used. 
The task for implementing new equipment in many » branches and

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The level of mechanis#ation in animal husbandry wae particularily low; on 
the farms of \arge-horned cattle it comprised only | percent, at poultry 
factories--9 percent, at awine farm--6 percent. “he examples cited attest 
to the great resources of reduced amount: of physioally difficult and manual 
labor in the national economy of the republic. 


The Turknenistan Communiat Party Central Committee and the TSSK Council of 
Minietere in August |1978@ approved the decree "On Developing « Comprehensive 
Program for the Mechanisation of Manual and l"hysioally Difficult Labor in 
Industry, Construction, Transport and Other Branches of the National Boonomy 
of the ublic for 1979-1985." However, the realisation of the intended 
program ie not going satisfactorily and there have been no noticeable 

a during the past year and the proportion of manual labor has not 

reased, 





The TSSR Council of Ministers, party, soviet and economic bodies, the 
republic, oblast and branch staff personnel for the utilisation of labor 
resources should carry out additional measures in order to correct the 
situation, and ensure the full implementation of the above indicated decree. 


In the republic recently more attention hae been devoted to putting into 
practice and distributing advanced forms and methods of organising labor. 
The collective form of organigation and labor stimulation is being success- 
fully put into practice at the Ashneftemash Plant (Director Comrade 
Shoherbakov, Secretary of the Party Organisation Comrade Manuntsev). The 
transfer from the individual organisation of labor to the collective one 
from the beginning of the five-year plan allowed an increase to be achieved 
in the volume of production which equalled 18.2 percent, the improvement in 
the organization of labor, a raise in the productivity of labor by 26 per- 
cent and due to thie it allowed an increase in output to be achieved. 


Models of highly efficient labor have been shown by the collective of the 
Chardshouskiy house building cambine (Director Comrade Palykov, Secretary of 
the Party Organisation Comrade Vostrikov), where the N. Zlobin method is 
being successfully implemented. All of the teams at the combine operate on 
one cost accounting flow due to the fact that the collective reduced the 
amount of time used for building houses by 25 percent and the productivity 
of labor improved by 30 percent. According to the results of the work for 
1979, thie enterprise wae the winner in the All-Union Socialist Competition. 


The Ipatovsakiy method of organizing harvest-transport units which was 
approved by the CPSU Central Committee was widely used on kolkhozes and 
sovkhoses of the republic. Experience has shown that wherever this innova- 
tion was treated responsibly, good results were attained. The farms of the 
Gyaurekiy and Chardzhouskiy rayons, having skillfully applied the advanced 
method considering the local conditions, achieved high indicators, success- 
fully carried out the plan for cotton procurement and other agricultural 
products in 1979, and ensured thet the taske for the four years of the 10th 
Five-Year Plan were carried out. 
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However, thie situation does not exist everywhere, in the work of the 
ministries, branches, party, soviet, trode union and komaomo! organisations 
for implementing and distributing advanced methods of labor and management 
there are many inadequacies, 


Many ministries and branches . ‘ten sent the leading enterprises of the 
nation groupe of specialiate and responsible workers for exchanging experi- 
ences, For thie time and pay ae expended and, in many oases, there was 
no return. This pertains to ministry of t, food, meat industry, 
construction ministry, the Krasnovodakiy 01) Plant and others, 


The experience of the work of Shohekinakiy Chemical Combine on the principle 
of "Lease Personnel, More Producte” was practically not used at ali at the 
enterprises. Only two enterprises in the republic work acco to this 
method, They are the Chelekenskiy Plant for Technical Carbon the 
Gaurdakekiy Sulphuric Plant. 


The team contract method is quite poorly implemented in construction organi- 
wations. In 1979 in the republic 4 percent of the teams worked 

acoording to thie advanced method while socialist obligation stipulated no 
Lees than 25 percent of these teams for last year. The leaders of construc- 
tion minietries and branches, the republic committee 
long overdue in transferring 
team contracts to a practical broad 
efficiency in team work in cost 


Recently in the republic the activi 
participation of workers in production management as the operating produc- 





















The leading role in soiving the problem of providing the nations. economy 
with trained workers belongs to the aystem of industrials trade education, 

In the republic ‘4-day industrial trade schools operate in whieh &7,000 
young men and women master over 100 worker specialisations, During the 
four years of the |0th Five-Year Plan 44,000 trained workers were sent into 
the national economy, Presently, 64 peroent of those studying in industrial 
trade schools are also receiving their secondary education eimultaneously, 


Despite the certain favorable work, the rapidly growing, national economy of 
the republic constantly experiences shortages in qualified worker personnel, 
partioularly those of the local nationality. Calculations indicate that in 
the '!th Five-Year Plan the need for trained vorkers will increase consid- 
erably. 


This determines the necessity for future, more rapid expansion of the system 
of industrial trade education, working schoole for training and retraining 
personne] for production. 


In the decreesof the Turkmenistan Communist Party Central Committee and the 
Council of Ministers of the republic "On Measures for the Further Improve- 
ment of Training and Improving the Qualification of Workers in Production" 
and "On Measures for Expan the Network of Industrial Trade Schools, 
Improving the Training of Qualified Workers and Raising the Quality of Their 
Education for 1980-1985" which were approved at the end of last year indi- 
cate that in the ‘1th Five-Year Plan 185,000 persons are to be trained as 
qualified workers and 115,000 are to be trained in the system of industrial 
trade education, and in 1985, 30,000 persone per year should be trained. 
Implementing the indicated measures gives the opportunity to basically 
resolve the problem of supplying the national economy with qualified per- 
sonnel at the present stage. 


Despite the great amount of work done by the State Committee on industrial 
trade education for training personnel of popular professions, in the work 
of this branch many serious shortcomings have not been overcome. The State 
Committee has not at all completely provided for the requiremente of the 
national economy in qualified personnel. The proportion of this system in 
the general training of worker personnel remains low. In 1979 in indus- 
trial trade schools about 14,000 workers were trained or only 27 percent of 
the overall number. Few specialists are preparing for the light, meat 
industry, transportation, municipal services, domestic services and other 
branches. 


The circle of specialized fields which receive workers from the school is 
narrov. For the oil and gas industry they are not preparing drilling tovers 
assembly specialists, drilling equipment drivers, workmen for oil and gas 
extraction; for light industry--spinners, cocoon steamers, winding machine 
minders, twisters, and so on; for industrial enterprises--laboratory 
assistants, machine operators for compressor and pump assemblies. In agri- 
culture there is a shortage of adequately trained livestock machine 
operators hands, skilled adjusters for animal husbandry farms, machine 
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milking operators, fillers, and eleotricians., The shortage of instalia~ 
tion-laborers, gas and electric welders, and crane operators in the oon- 
atruction organisations has not been replenished, 


In training qualified workers in industrial trade schools, particular 
attention must be given to the quality of the education. Well trained spe- 
olaliste are coming out of agricultural industrial trade school No 16 in 

the Il'yala village of the Tashohausskaya Oblast (Director Comrade Sopyyev). 
Here all of the conditions necessary for the successful conducting of educa- 
tional work and production practice have been created, and 4 close tie has 
been made with farms under ite patronage. The collective of this school aften 
wae the winner in the republic socialist competition, was twice awarded the 
prize of the All-Union Central Council of Trade-Unions and presently is 
otruggling for the distinguished award of "School of High Culture and Eduoca- 
tion," 


The secondary industrial trade school No 16 in the city of Chardshou is 
training personnel for the chemical industry on a high professional level. 
There are many such examples.

It should be mentioned that many ministries, branches, and enterprises of 
the republic, despite the operating regulation on demonstration schools, do 
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not show the necessary voncern for supplying industrial trade schools with 
the necessary equipment and give them poor staff support, 


This pertains to many operating conatruction industrial trade achools, For 
example, the construction echool No 9 in the city of Ashkhabad is one, It 
ia housed in seven barrack-like buildings. During the last |5 years thie 
demonstration school of the Turkmenteentrostroy Construction Administration 
did not increase in any of ite equipment and inventory with the exception of 
one exoavator, 


Similar examples oan be cited in other ministries and branches which also do 
not take oare of their demonstration school. 


The ee tee assistance rendered to industrial trade achoole by the mini- 
atries of light industry, agriculture and several others is unsatisfactory. 


In the future such a regard for industrial trade schoole cannot be tolerated. 
Leaders in ministries and branches which have demonstration achool must 
regard them ac their fundamental structural subsidiary, allot them modern 
equipment and supplies, and organize practice for the students directly at 
places of work in accordance with the professions which they are acquiring. 


It ie important not only to train 4 well qualified worker, but also it is 
important to achieve an allotment at the production, create all the condi- 
tions for him for highly productive work, make him a cadre worker, and not 
allow him to become a lasy worker. 


However, in analyzing the experience of assigned young workers who have com- 
pleted industrial trade schools, it becomes necessary to note in production 
the serious inadequacies in this work. 


In 1979 980 industrial trade school graduates were sent to o izations of 
the Ministry of Construction in the republic and by the end of the year only 
230 of these persons were left at production sites. It comprised a 70 per- 
cent elimination. In the Ministry of Trade, of the 680 grebentes 462 
remain, in the Ministry of Domestic Services of the 82--57 remain. At the 
Ashkhabadekiy cotton textile combine of the Ministry of Light Industry of 
the TSSR where there is a particularly sharp shortage of workers, in the 
last three years only 155 people graduated from the industrial trade 

schools and of those 109 of them are not working. 


It is difficult to explain such a negligent treatment on the part of 
leaders of individual ministries, branches, enterprises towards assigning 
personnel in production. It is not possible to further accept such a sit- 
uation. We are asking party committees, trade unions, and the komsomol to 
take care of the young specialized vorkers. 


We would like to briefly stop on the creation of the materials and equip- 


ment base for the system of industrial trade education. Unfortunately, we 
must state that the established planned tasks for constructing industrial 
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trade schools, in the past ae well as in the current five-year plan, have 
not been carried out, 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan it ie stipulated that 24 industrial trade 
schools be built for 28,000 students and actually during the four years 
only five achoole for 2,650 students have been put into operation. Con- 
sidering the implementation of the plan for the current year, the task of 
of the five-year plan as a whole for the opening of schools will only be 
carried out by 38 percent. 


The basic portion of the blame for the existing situation with the construc- 
tion of industrial trade schools lies with contract construction organiza- 
tions of the republic: ministries of construction, TSSR agricultural con- 
struction, Glavkarakumatroye and others. 


During the last four years of the five-year plan 11 million rubles of 
capital investment have not been used. for contract work on the 


? 
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Many ministries and branches of the republic, despite the approved five-- 
year plan, do not allocate the necessary amounts for construction of 
schools and therefore cause serious harm to the development of the material 
and equipment base of industrial trade schools. 


Among these are the Ministry of the Meat and Dairy and Food Industry, com- 
munal farming, domestic services, construction materials, as well as 
Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, Turkmenglavenergo, Glavkarakumstroy, and the 
Central Asian State Shipping Administration. 


I feel that the ministers and leaders of the branches will make the neces- 


sary conclusions from the criticiam at the present plenum and will ensure 
the implementation of the plan for construction of schools in 1980 and 
oy wy ope  — -7 These plans are very intense. 
In 1 1 to be con- 


985 16 new complexes of industrial trade schools are 
structed for 10,000 students, the existing schools are to be 

7,200 places, and a number of general education schools in the secondary 
industrial trade schools are to be reorganized. 
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In thie manner during the 11th Five-Year Plan twice as much must be done 
than wae done during the two previous five-year plans, 


Oblast committees of the party, oblast executive committees, the State 
Committee on industrial trade education, ministries and branches must do a4 
great deal of organisational work for the further improvement of the ayatem 
of industrial trade education, oversee all of the necessary things for 
implementing the assigned taak--to prepare qualified workers for 1985 in 
all branches of the national economy through a system of industrial trade 
education consisting of 40 percent of the overall number trained. 


Despite the tremendous state importance of training qualified personnel in 
the system of industrial trade education, M. G, Gaturov continued, at the 
present time the situation is such that 73 percent of the workers are 
improving their qualification and are taking new professions which are not 
directly at production sites. 


Guided by the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of 
Ministers for 21 Jun 79 "On Measures for the Further Improvement in 
Training and Raising the Qualifications of Workers in Production," mini- 
stries, branches, enterprises, construction organizations, party committees, 
primary party and trade union organizations are doing great purposeful work 
in training personne] for production. During the four years of the 10th 
Five-Year Plan a total of 143,000 workers were trained, 314,000 improved 
their qualifications including 14,000 in the most important branches of the 
of] and chemical industries, in the gae industry--4,000, construction-- 
92,000, and in the power industry--over 13,000. However, in this great and 
important work they were not able to avoid certain serious shortcomings. 


The most important of them was the fact that the training received by the 
workers who completed education at the enterprises was low and in many 
cages did not fulfill the requirements of modern production. Thus, workers 
occupied in industry basically have only a third skill-category and the 
character and increased complexity of the work requires a higher qualifica- 
tion. As a result of this the production equipment and machines are not 
used efficiently, they are frequently broken, standards of output are not 
carried out, and the quality of production suffers. In 1979 alone a sum of 
825,000 rubles worth of rejected products were issued which was twice the 
amount in 1978, 


Education using the individual and team method fundamentally leads only to 
the development of professional akills. Academic and production combine and 
class facilities in many enterprises are poorly equipped. Visual aids, 
teaching and methodological literature, program models are missing and the 
material portion is weak. 


As an example of the unsatisfactory organization of personnel training in 
production, ome can cite the Ashkhabadskiy machine building plant XX Let 
TSSR. At this enterprise there is no physical plant for the school and they 
have not created elementary conditions for preparing workers. In 1979 only 
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99 persons were trained using the individual method, Plans for training 
are not being carried out. The plant is experiencing a shortage of trained 
workers in leading specialized fields: turners, milling machine operators, 
fitters, assemblymen and others. During the first quarter of the current 
year the plant did not carry out the plan in realizing and producing ite 
gross output. The plan for the increase in the productivity of labor was 
not secured, The enterprise was among those who were falling behind. 


The Ashkhabadskiy city party committee should handle the situation at the 
XX Let TSSR Plant and render the necessary assistance. 


The established plans for the training and retraining of personnel syste- 
matically are not being carried out by the Ministry of the Local Industry, 
the Turkmen frult and vegetable industry, the Ministry of Land Reclamation 
and Water Management of the TSSR and many other branches. 


It is known what an important significance the party gives to tutorship. 

Speaking at the 17th Congress of the Komsomol, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev said: 
",..Tutors are cadre workers who have great skill, great experience and I 
might add, teaching talent." Over 15,000 tutors make a great contribution 
to the professional training, ideological-political and moral education of 
young workers. I will name only a few of them: Communist Yagshiyev Kuly-- 
brigade leader of the cotton picking team of the Kolkhoz imeni Kalinina of 
the Il'yalinskiy Rayon, delegate to the 25th CPSU Congress, bearer of the 
Lenin and October Revolution awards; Karadzhayeva Gozel'--spinner at the 

Ashkhabadakiy cotton industry combine, bearer of the Labor Glory III level 
award; Shmakov Nikolay Nikolayevich--brigade leader of the carpenters SMU-5 
of the Chardzhouskiy Dacha-building cooperative, shock worker of communist 
labor and many others. 


However, in the tutoring movement there are many significant 

it is not given the necessary significance everywhere. A great deal of 
formalism, unnecessary show and noise which are not followed by action are 
allowed. 


Speaking of tutoring it is necessary to bear in mind that the basic source 
for increasing labor resources which are occupied in social production is 
youth which has reached working age. In the 11th Five-Year Plan graduates 
of higher and secondary schools, industrial trade schools and general edu- 
cation ones will comprise 85 percent of the entire increase of workers in 
the branches of the national economy. 


Party, soviet bodies, the Turkmenistan Central Council of Trade-Unions, the 
Komsomol Central Committee, ministries and branches must fundamentally 
improve the work with young people, more broadly utilize the various forms 
of educating the young worker in the spirit of soviet patriotism, a con- 
scious attitude towards labor, and their responsibility to society. There 
are deficiencies in training qualified personnel of the indigenous nation- 
ality in the leading branches of industry. 
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The speaker further stated that recently, particularly after the issue of 
the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers "On 
the Further Improvement of Teaching and Educating Students in General 
Education Schools and Preparing Them for Work," the work on orientation and 
labor education ®r students became more ac\.ve. There were 870 academic-- 
methodological offices and study corners created for the professional orien- 
tation of students and in 1,150 schools there is equipment for production 
skill shops in various areas. Over 80 percent of the seniors in general 
education schools in the republic are involved in deep labor education, 


More attention has been devoted to such a progressive form of labor educa- 
tion for students as the inter-school academic-production training centers. 
Now in 13 such training centers over 13,000 seniors are mastering various 
production professions. In 300 rural schools they are teaching tractor 
work and other agricultural machine operation, and 582 unskilled production 
teams with 14,000 students operate. 





However, the work being done in professional orientation of young people in 
the republic has significant deficiencies and requires considerable improve- 
ment. 


In order to successfully resolve the complex and many-sided tasks of 
training young students for labor, it is necessary to strengthen the aca- 
demic-material school plant for work education in each secondary and eight-- 
year school, carry out a clear and consistent program for creating a single 
complex system of professional orientation and work education, and impose 
the developed services of propaganda of the popular labor professions. The 
TSSR Ministry of Education, the Komsomol Central Committee, the State 
Committee on Professional-Engineering Education, the State Committee of 
Labor in the republic must head this work and render the necessary assist- 
ance to general education schools for preparing youth for socially benefi- 
cial work. 


In summing up some of our work according to the above indicated problems, 
it is necessary to note that many party committees, ministries and branches 
do not analyze the situation critically, and do not hold in full view the 
important issues of strengthening labor discipline, reducing losses of work 
time, raising the productivity of labor and training qualified personnel. 
Is it possible to find excuses for such fects when over the course of the 
last two years the issues indicated above were not studied at the bureau of 
the Maryyskaya Oblast committee of the party and meetings of the oblast exe- 
cutive committee, the bureau of the Tashauzskiy city party committee, the 
boards of the ministries of procurement, construction and certain others. 


On issues of improving the utilization of labor resources, searches for 
resources and unused opportunities which exist in the national economy of 
the republic, as we know, an important role belongs to the State Plan of 
the republic and to the State Committee on Labor. The fact that up until 
now these resources have not been put into operation and with a large 
number of people in the population who are capable of work, the economy of 
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the republic is feeling a sharp deficiency in qualified workers and a great 
deal of the blame lies with the indicated republic bodies. 


We hope that the State Plan of the republic, the State Committee on Labor, 
the State Committee on Industrial Trade Education, ministries and branches, 
party, soviet body and public organizations will make the necessary conclu- 
sion concerning the issues discussed at the plenum, will take additional 
measures in order to significantly improve the efficiency of public produc- 
tion and quality of work, will achieve a basic change in the utilization of 
labor resources, and will secure for the national sconomy the required 
amount of trained personnel. 


The deeply international Lenin policy of the Communist Party which is 
directed towards the comprehensive economic and social development of all 
the i, ternal republics, during the years of Soviet power transformed 
Soviet Turkmenistan into a highly developed industrial-agrarian republic 
with a hi, material and cultural standard of living for the people. The 
creation o. « large-scale modern industry and a developed socialist agri- 
cultura. industry, the establishment and growth of science, welfare, educa- 
tion, national education and other branches of the economic and social 
progress evoked deep qualitative changes in the character of the population 
which is capable of work on the whole for the republic. 


Thus, in 1940 the structure of labor was the following: 60 percent of the 
work-capable population were employed in agriculture, only 13 percent 
worked in industry and construction, and only 8.7 percent worked in educa- 
tion, welfare, science and culture and social security. Presently, 22 per- 
cent of the working population is employed in industry and construction, 

37 percent in agriculture, and 16 percent in education, welfare, science 
and culture and social security. 


The structural progress which occurred in the area of the application of 
labor, speaks of the serious social victories of the once backward Turkish 
people, its joining the progressive culture, science, the significantly 
higher standard of living, industrialization of production and the intensi- 
fication of agriculture. 


Let us stop and show in greater detail the issues concerning the utiliza- 
tion of the work-capable population in the national economy of the republic. 
Unlike many economic areas of our nation where there is a shortage of labor 
power, the Turkmen SSR has high and stable rates of labor resource 
increases. During the time which passed between the last two censuses of 
1970 and 1979, the population of the republic increased by 28 percent. 


Calculations show that by 1990 the quantity of labor resources will 
increase by a factor of 1.5. Therefore, the problem of improving the level 
of occupation of the work-capable population has a particularly important 
social and economic significance for us. 


In recent years in the republic the level of employment of the work-capable 
population in public production has decreased somewhat. 
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Along with this, with increased potential in the labor power resources, 
industry and construction consistently experience shortages in trained 
labor personne] and specialists. In just 1979 the number of workers and 
employees working in the national economy was 22,000 less than planned, 


In 1979 in the cities of Ashkhabad and Besmein about 30 percent of the 
industrial enterprises and construction organizations were not fully 
equipped with workers. 


Agriculture has available great reserves in the economy of labor resources, 
In agricultural production now 37 percent of work-capable persons are 
occupied. In terms of quantity this is almost the same amount as work in 
industry, construction, transport and communication together which is con- 
siderably higher than the average for the nation. 


Among all of the branches of material production in the republic, agricul- 
ture has the lowest level of labor time use. The actual participation in 
public production of one work-capable kolkhoz laborer in 1979 was 227 days 
with a standard of 270 days. 


This is the result of the fact that many party, soviet «a nomic bodies 
pay little attention to the complete inclusion of wor’ apable kolkhog 
laborers in the national economy, do not conduct acti. “14** cal and edu- 
cational as well as ideological work with members of the soikhoz who are 
not inclined towards socially beneficial work. 


An example of poor leadership in kolkhozes and sovkhozes for improving the 
utilization of labor resources may be served by the activity of the 
Karabekaul'skiy Rayon party committee and rayon executive committee. On 
the farms of this rayon even in the most intense period of cotton har- 
vesting--the harvest for 1979 only 770 persons out of 3,000 work-capable 
kolkhoz laborers actually worked, or only 25 percent. It is not by chance 
that the plan for the four years of the five-year plan on the whole for the 
rayon was carried out for raw cotton production by a factor of 95 percent, 
for grain--48, vegetables--65, milk--83, astrakhan--97. 


In the republic the labor of kolkhoz workers during the winter months of 
the year when a considerable number of work-capable laborers do not parti- 
cipate in the national economy is particularly poorly utilized. 


During the inter-season period there is a great deal of work which must be 
done in completely conditioning seed materials. Frequently this work is 
done two weeks prior to the beginning of sowing, although it is commonly 
known that this should be done earlier. There is a great deal of work to 
be done in horticulture, viticulture and vegetable farming throughout the 
winter. 


Kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the autumn-winter period poorly switch over to 
the relieving work force for the repair of production, farm, preschool, 
cultural and everyday facilities and they do not render the necessary 
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aeaietance to the organisations of the Goskomel'khostekhnika for the 
repair of agricultural equipment. 


In thie manner, in the republic there te a considerable amount of unemployed 
work-oapable persons, particularly in agriculture and the task of party, 
soviet and economic bodies te to search for opportunity to increase the 
employment level of work-capable persons in public production. 


In the ccurse of studying the iesues of increasing employment of the popu- 
lation, large resources and opportunities were discovered which exieted in 
women vorkers. As the material census of the population for 1979 
fies, among those oooupied in domestic and personal farms, there are 
about 97 percent women. Many of them have four and more children and could 
participate in national production while putting the children into pre- 
school facilities. 


Hovever, the executive committee of the local sovietse, ministries of con- 
struction, agricultural construction, education, and many party committees 
attention to thie important question. During 
ve-Year Plan they have not put into operation 
to give the 










Speaking of utilizing women in 
possibilities which are carried 


the work force, one must mention the broad 
out in this area by the light and local in- 
dustry. Our hand carpet making, cottage industry, jewelry production, 
souvenirs, national clubs and so on are poorly developed. Here women in the 
work force could be used successfully. 














One of the effective ways of attracting people to national production, par- 
ticularly women with many children, 1@ to develop out-worker forms of labor. 
In the republic outeworker labor ie basioally used in local industry, where 
over ®5 percent of all outeworkers are employed, A large portion of those 
working at home work at rug making. 


Thus in the Turkmenkover Association outeworkers comprise 70 percent of the 
laborers, They produce 65 percent of the volume of growth output. Many 
women workers who work at home achieve high production indicators and suo- 
cessfully carry out the production taske and make products which are of a 


high quality. 


Klycheva Keyik, # rug making out-worker, worked ¢| years at the chief 
enterprise of the Turkmenkover Association, Artykova Bobysh worked over 15 
years, and Babayeva Ogul'gerek has worked 10 years. 


These are mothers with eight and more children. For them the out-vorker 
labor ie the most appropriate way of participating in national production. 
Recently the collective escorted comrades KMycheva and Artykova with die- 
= to their well deserved vacation and both were awarded the Veteran 
of r Medal. 


Achilova Durgungul', who has five children, has worked 12 years as an out-- 
worker fringe maker at the Chardshouskaya woo] spinning and weaving factory. 
Her output norm is 26) percent and her salary is 250 rubles per month. At 
the Ashkhabadskaya haberdashery factory Gul'dshemal Mashekova has worked 
14 years as an out-worker knitter. She successfully carried out the estab- 
lished production tasks. There are thousands of such women vorkers. 


However, the development of out-worker forms of labor on the whole in the 
republic ie far from adequate since only 2 percent of the unemployed popula- 
tion is included in the domestic and private farm industry. The situation 
in the Tashausekaya Oblast is unsatisfactory. There form of out-worker 
labor are not used at all although there is « surplus of vork-capable 





The calculations of the TSSR State Plan indicate that with the availability 
of raw materiale, the expansion of out-worker form of labor et operating 
enterprises vill sallow the additional inclusion into the national production 
of over 4,000 persons only into light ani local industry. 


Local party, soviet and economic organizations essentially are not carrying 











education and oulture--44 percent, in domestic services and communal housim@ 
businesa--61 percent. 


Many domestic services oan be carried out by those on pensions, handicapped 
persons, and mothers with many children: shoe repair, jewelry making, 
eeving, including national headdresses and many many others, The Minietry 
of Domestic ces for the Populace (Comrade Khodshamamedov) does not use 
these and other opportunities to expand the production of services and goods 
at home, At the same time, the plans for domestic services are not carried 
out by the indicated ministry. 


At the Ashkhabedekiy Plant of electrical equipment, a portion of the simple 
but labor-consuming jobe is done by out-workers. Why don't other indus- 
trial enterprises of the republic think about this form of attracting 
people to work? We have not used the following forme of attracting the 


unemployed population to national labor: part-time work, working part of 
the week, holding more than one job and others. 


All of this constitutes tremendous resources and opportunities to use them 
must be found. 


One of the reasons for the inadequate employment of work-capable members of 
ie claecine the Gioteitaes 3 
in the distribution of production forces. It is known what a tre- 
mendous significance for the of the economy the issues of terri- 
torial planning and the correct definition of the structure of industrial 
production has. It is exactly in these most important issues that ve 
allowed deficiencies, and I would even say errors, to occur.

The fact that a significant portion of industrial production is concen- 
trated in oblast centers which have 4) percent of the entire republic 
industrial production te not adequately founded. Only in two citiesa-- 
Ashkhabad and Chardshou--ie 39 percent of the general number of industrial 
— in the republic concentrated, at the same time that the 
ashausekays Oblast has only 7.5 percent. As 4 consequence of the indicated 
inadequacies in planning, 4 large portion of the amall cities--Iolotan', 
Tedshen, Kerki, Kawandshik and almost all of the oity-like villages--vere 
not developed fully enough while they do have the necessary human resources 
and in places where they do not exist, the development of industry would 
attract the work-capable population. 


During the four years that have ged since the time of the estab] i: hment 
of the Tel'manakiy Rayon of the Tashaysekaya Oblast, on ite territory not 
a single, even emall-scale, industrial enterprise been established and 
domestic projecte are not being built. 


The unequal distribution of production forces often leads to disproportion 
in using mle and female labor. For example, in the Krasnovodakaya Oblast, 
all of the cities were developed with the grovth of the of] extracting and 
ofl processing industries where fundamentally male labor ie used. Light 
food, and local industry where the majority of the workers is women, only 
10 percent of the industrial production fe made there, which finally 
creates certain social difficulty. 


= of the most important conditions for increasing the employment of 

le persons is the creation of new working positions. Due to lags 
in construction of many production capacities and projects, from the 
beginning of the five-year plan there were no opportunities to include into 
the national economy tens of thousands of workers. 


The construction of such large industrial projects as the Chardzhouskiy oil 
processing plant, the Turkmenskiy nitrogen fertilizer plant, the recon- 
struction of the Ashneftemash plant and others were dragged out. Many pro- 


jects are being put into operation with significant infringement of the 
norms for the continuation of construction, which does not allow them to 


supply the output in the time stipulated by the plan. 


The leaders of construction organizations, ministries and requestors, local 
party and soviet organizations must know that failure to carry out plans of 
capital construction not only leads to freezing tremendous state funds, but 
also deprives many thousands of work-capable persons of the opportunity to 
participate in national labor. 


In speaking of the structure of our industry, continued M. G. Gapurov, it 
should be noted that many years which dominated in ite development were the 


that this one-sided development cannot be considered to be correct. In 
to significantly increase the employment of the people, and the future 
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increase in industrialisation--in the 1|!th and gubsequent Five-Year Plans, 
it ie necessary to make a list for the development of modern highly tech- 
nical branches of production, such ae metal working, electro-technical, 
inatrument making, non-ferrous metallurgy and others. 


The creation of large labor-oonsuming and low-material-consuming industries 
will allow serious qualitative advances to be made in the structure of the 
economy in the republic, and raise it to 4 more modern technical level, It 
is known that the Council of Ministers and the State Plan of the republic 
are doing work in this direction. For 1981-1985 it ie intended to begin 
the construction of a number of scale enterprises of the indicated 
branches, including: a plant for lighting equipment in the oity of 
Chardzhou, a plant for qualitative graphitised electrodes in the city of 
Tashausa and others. 


The task consists of the following: in a short period of time to build 
these and other enterprises on a high technical level; the construction 
should be done ively--with housing, with projects for social 
amenities--with the intent that the created production sites should quickly 
operation and mastered projected capacities. 


In the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers 
"On Improving Planning and the Influence of the Economic 
Mechanism Upon Improving the Efficiency of Production and Quality of Work" 
it was indicated that a most comprehensive and efficient development of the

It was noted that as a result of the work accomplished with respect to the 
implementation of the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress and the 17th 

Congress of the Communist Party of Lithuania, the November (1979) Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee and the socialist competition for honorably 
commemorating the 110th anniversary of the birth of V. I. Lenin, the labor 
collectives of the republic achieved positive results. The volume of in- 
@ustrial production in comparison with the first quarter of 1979 increased 
by 6 percent. An increase in the productivity of labor accounted for 85 

percent of the total increase of productivity. Plans were fulfilled with 
respect to the volume of products sold and the majority of the most impor- 
tant types of industrial product, the sale of cattle, poultry, and eggs to 
the state, the overall volume of state capital investments and the volume 
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of construction and assembly projects, completion of housing, retail sales, 
public services, end with respect to other indexes, Social measures were 
carried out in accordance with the plan. 


The kOlkhoses and sovkhoses of the republic did a fair job of preparing for 
the spring sowing. Plane for the sowing of spring grains, flax, and pota~ 
toes were fulfilled, and their quality is better than last year. Ali the 
necessary measures for ensuring the on-time and qualitative accomplishment 
of the spring sowing are being carried out. A number of farms have already 
begun apring field work. Measures for improving the supply of farms with 
011 products are being edopted, 


At the same time it was pointed out at the meeting that there were deficien-~ 
cles in the fulfillment of the plan. A number of ministries and departments 
were ineufficiently diligent in their etruggle for the strict observance of 
plan diecipline and did not provide for stability with reapect to the pre- 
scribed plane. The quarterly production plan concerning the 14 most impor- 
tant types of industrial products was not fulfilled. Not enough attention 
was given to the question of improving the efficiency of production and the 
economic utilization of material, financial, and labor resources in indi- 
vidual ministries and departments and also in associations and enterprises 
under Union subordination. The tasks for developing science and technology 
are not being completely accomplished. The plan for selling milk to the 
state was not fulfilled, and in a number of rayons the same also applies to 
the plan for selling cattle, poultry, and eggs. The productivity of animals 
also decreased. In some rayons the preparation of equipment for spring 
field work was not completed on time. The plan for implementing fixed eapi- 
tal was underfulfilled. The tasks for improving the productivity of labor 
in construction were not fuililled. There were serious deficiencies in the 
area of transportation, difficulties were encountered in the work of enter- 
prises, construction sites, and organizations because of the late and incom- 
plete delivery of certain types of raw material, materials, and fuel. 


The Lithuanian SSR Council of Ministers obligated ministers, directors of 
departments, associations, enterprises, and organizations, and chairmen of 
Gorispolkoms and rayispolkoms to carefully analyze the results of the econ- 
omic activities of subordinate associations, enterprises, construction sites, 
and organizations for the first quarter of 1980, to work out and accomplish 
practical measures for the immediate elimination of existing deficiencies 

in their work, for raising the level of production management, for strength- 
ening state and plan discipline, for improving economizing measures and the 
utilization of all reserves and opportunities for further accelerating the 
growth rate of production and the productivity of labor in order to provide 
for the unconditional fulfillment of the tasks of the 1980 plan and the five- 
year plan on the whole while being quided by the decisions of the November 
(1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, the resolutions and conclusions 
contained in speeches by L. I. Brezhnev, general secretary of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee and chairman of the Presidtum of the USSR Supreme Soviet, at 
this Plenum and also before voters of the Baumanskiy electoral district of 
Moscow, and by the decisions of the 14th and 15th Plenums of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Lithuania. Attention was directed to the 
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necessity of comprehensively increasing the output of consumer goods and im- 
proving their selection and quality. 


The Ministry of Agriculture, the rayispolkoms, and their agricultural admin- 
ietrationse have been entrusted with the task of concentrating their primary 
attention on the rational and effective utilisation of fodder for the remain- 
ing period of the wintering of cattle in order to obtain greater livestock 
production with e minimal expenditure of fodder and prevent reduction in the 
number of livestock and poultry. Very recently the Council of Ministers 
demanded that repair work on all agricultural equipment be’ completed for the 
spring sowing and that it be utilised in a highly productive manner by means 
of ataffing sowing unite with qualified mechanics and ensuring the precise 
operation of all means of technical servicing.

LATVIAN BCONOMIC PLAN FULFILLMENT SHORTCOMINGS 
Riga SOVETSKAYA LATVIYA in Russian 25 Apr 60 p 1 
{Article: “In the Latvian SSR Council of Ministers") 


(Text) The results of the accomplishment of the state plan for economic and 
social development and of the state budget of the republic for the first 
quarter of 1980 were examined at a meeting of the Latvian SSR Council of 
Ministers. 


At the meeting it was noted that as a result of the accomplishment of meas~- 
ures for implementing the decision of the 25th CPSU Congress, the November 

(1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, and the extensively developed 

socialist competition for the worthy commemoration of the 110th anniversary 
of the birth of V. I. Lenin and the 40th anniversary of the restoration of 

Soviet power in Latvia, the basic economic sectors of the republic isproved 
their work in the first quarter of 1960. The tasks were fulfilled with re- 
spect to the most important indexes. 


The volume of industrial production in comparison with the corresponding 
period last year increased by 8.4 percent instead of 6.5 percent according 
to the plan. All of this growth was achieved by increasing the productivity 
of labor. More than 30 million rubles’ worth of various products was pro- 
duced above the plan. The overall sales plan was overfulfilled by 2 per- 
cent. 


The kolkhoges and sovkhozes of the republic increased the production of 
livestock and animal products in comparison with the first quarter of 1979. 


The plan concerning the implementation of fixed capital and construction- 
assembly work was overfulfilled as a result of state capital investments. 


The state budget of the Latvian SSR for the first quarter was according to 
preliminary data fulfilled by 103.7 percent with respect to revenue and 92.8 
percent with respect to expenditures. The revenue plans of the republic 


budget as well as of the budgets of all the rayons and cities subordinate 
to the republic were fulfilled. 
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At the same time it was noted at the meeting that the plan was not fulfilled 
with respect to certain indexes. Passenger coaches, railroad cars, micro~ 
buses, paper and cellulose, and leather footwear, in particular, were pro~ 
duced in amounts less than what was prescribed by the plan. The state milk 
purchasing plan wae underfulfilled. Milk production was allowed to decrease 
in comparieon with 1979 because of an insufficient supply of fodder for 
cattle in the kolkhoses and sovkhoses of Bauskiy, Daugavpileskiy, Kuldigekiy, 
and Madonekiy rayone. Republic government decisions on questions concerning 
the organisation of livestock purchases from farms are not being carried out 
satisfactorily in certain rayons, especially in Dobel'skiy, Preyl'skiy, Val- 
kekiy, Yelgavekiy, and Ventepileskiy. 


Reference was aleo made to existing deficiencies in the preparation and exe- 
cution of spring field work. In a number of rayons not 411 seeds have been 
made ready for sowing. Many farms have not been completely provided with 
perennial grase seeds in Balvekiy, Gulbenskiy, Ludszenskiy, Saldusskiy, and 
Tukumskiy rayons. 


In analysing the state of affaires with respect to capital construction the 
Council of Ministers of the republic noted that capital investment and con- 
struction-assembly work plans were not fulfilled by a whole series of con- 
struction organizations of republic ministries and departments and by certain 
ispolkoms. The work of the Ministry of Municipal Services in the republic 
has been considered to be unsatisfactory in the fulfillment of the plan for 


providing public services to the people, especially in the repair and con- 
etruction of housing. 


Certain ministries and departments and enterprises under Union subordination 
located on the territory of the republic did not fulfill individual indexes 
of the finance plans and budgetary obligations. 


The Latvian SSR Council of Ministers obligated the directors of ministries, 
republic departments, enterprises under Union subordination, and the ispol- 
koms of the rayon and city Soviets of People's Deputies to thoroughly analyze 
the results of the economic activities of subordinate associations, enter- 
prises, construction sites, and organizations for the first quarter of 1980 
while being quided by the decisions of the November (1979) Plenum of the 
CPSU Central Committee and by the statements and conclusions contained in 
the speeches of CPSU Central Committee General Secretary and Chairman of the 
Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet L. I. Brezhnev at this Plenum and be- 
fore the voters of the Baumanskiy electoral district in Moscow. On the 
basis of this analysis they are further obligated to work out and carry out 
measures for eliminating deficiencies, strengthening state and labor dis- 
cipline, and further improving the effectiveness of social production and 
quality of work. Also they are to provide for the fulfillment and the over- 
fulfillment of the tasks of the plan for the first half of this year and for 
1980 on the whole. 


The attention of the directors of the Latvian SSR Ministry of Construction, 
Latvkolkhogstroy [possibly Latvian Administration for the Construction of 
Kolkhozes), other ministries, departments, and ispolkoms of rayon and city 
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Soviets of People's Deputies was directed toward the necessity of intensify- 
ing the construction of projects which are supposed to be put into opera~ 
tion in the second quarter of 1980 and also improving the construction of 
educational and municipal service facilities and housing. 


The Ministry of Aqriculture of the republic, the State Committee on Agricul- 
tural Equipment and Machinery, and the ispolkoms of the rayon Soviets of 
People's Deputies must adopt additional measures for the successful comle- 
tion of the wintering of cattle and its organizeed transition to summer pas- 
turing, the maintenance of the nuwaber of cattle, and the raising of their 
productivity; ensure the execution of spring field work in the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in as short a time as possible, intensify control over the economi- 
cal expenditure of means allocated for the acquirement of farm equipment, 

and adopt measures for its maintenance and effective utilization. 


Yu. Ya. Ruben, chairman of the Latvian SSR Council of Ministers, spoke at 
the meeting.

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JUVENILE CRIME RATE NOT DECREASING

(Text) A combined and expanded meeting of commissions attached to the Lithu- 
anian SSR Council of Ministers took place on 3 April in the Council of Min- 
isters: the Commission to Observe Juvenile Affairs, the Commission to Combat 
Drunkenness, and also the Republic Commission on Traffic Safety and the Re- 
public Staff of the Voluntary People's Patrol. The meeting dealt with the 
tasks of corresponding city and rayon commissions and staff of the people's 
patrol in light of the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee: "On im 
proving the maintenance of law and order and intensifying the struggle 
against violations of the law" and of the resolution which came out of the 
meeting of the republic party-economic aktiv on 21 March 1980. The direc 
tors of several ministries and departments, the chairman of city and rayon 
commissions, chiefs of staff, and responsible workers of the Lithuanian Com- 
munist Party Central Committee and the Republic Council of Ministers attended 
the meeting. 


A. Chesnavichus, deputy chairman of the Lithuanian SSR Council of Ministers, 
Gelivered the opening speech at the meeting. 


K. Kayris, first deputy chairman of the Lithuanian SSR Council of Ministers, 
also delivered a speech. 


The struggle for an exemplary social order and against violations of law and 
order was emphasized at the meeting as a struggle for our economic and social 
successes and for the new man of communist society. Therefore, public atten- 
tion should first of all be directed toward the upbringing of youth and the 
prevention of crime. Each misdemeanor on the part of a juvenile should not 
be ignored in connection with the fact that juvenile crime is not decreasing. 


It is necessary to maintain the constant and regular close ties of the family, 
school, and production collective. Juvenile crime is still high in the large 
cities and industrial rayons. However, recently many violations of law and 


order are being committed in Birzhayskiy, Kretingskiy, Kupishkskiy, Shilal'skiy, 


and Pakruoyskiy rayons. 
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The use of alcohol is having a tremendous effect on the growing crime: rate, 
Last year 42 percent of all crimes were committed by people under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. It is aleo the reason for many automobile accidents. Last 
year workers of the State Auto Inspection detained 25,000 intoxicated drivers. 
Therefore, the struggle against drunkenness is an important task of all de- 
partments and organizations, especially the production collectives. There 
where there is an intolerant attitude toward drunkenness, where leisure 

time is well organized, there violations of law and order do not usually 
occur. The Shyaulyaysk Television Plant andthe Uteskiy Rayon Electrical 
Network were praised at the meeting for their work. However, the ministries 
of municipal service, automobile transport and highways, public services, and 
construction, in whose enterprises drunkenness is still a significant prob- 
lem, were subjected to severe criticism. 


Also of no less importance is the effort to intensify the struggle against 


misappropriations of socialist property, poor economic management, and addi- 
tions. 


The success of the struggle against crime depends on the role society plays 
in it. The voluntary people's patrol play an important role here. It is 
necessary to improve their work and disseminate the experience of the Vilnius 
and Alitus city patrols as well as the Akmyanskiy, Shilutskiy, and Kaunasskiy 


rayon patrols and develop a network of public points for maintaining law and 
order. 


At the meeting it was emphasized that it is necessary to provide for the 
better coordination of efforts, systematically exchange information, hold 
joint meetings of commissions in cities and rayons, discuss questions of 
cooperation and the improvement of the effectiveness of preventive work, and 
inculcate in people an intolerant attitude toward antisocial acts. For this 
it is necessary to concentrate the efforts of the ministries and departments, 
the ispolkoms of city and rayon soviets, and their commissions and staff.

Party Central Committee, attended the meeting. 
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
